(lcultles between the C.P-R. and tho 
mechanics. He was asked especially 
regarding the crop of rumors which 
havo been In circulation for the last 
two days regarding a settlement, but 
said that no steps havo been taken. 

Not only at Winnipeg, but at many 
points east and west it has been re- 
ported that an oliiclal conference has 
been held between representatives of 
tho strikers and olllcials of the com- 
pany. It ia also reported that disin- 
terested parties havo attempted to 
bring the two factions together, but 
the success or failure of the negotia- 
tions has not been made public.

LONGSHOREMEN PLAN 
ALLIANCE OF UNIONS 



Committee to Direct Movement 
—Portland Men Make 
Contract 



Portland, Ore., Sept. 29. — What oc- 
curred at the meeting of the long- 
shoremen from all parts of the Paci- 
fic coast here last week was learned 
this morning. A plan was adopted to 
amalgamate all the unions from Vic- 
toria and Vancouver to San Diego, 
and a committee of nine, with plenary 
Iiowcrs, composed of three members 
each from Oregon, Washington and 
California, was appointed to perfect 
and carry into execution the plans of 
the meeting. 

The plan to engage in co-operative 
stevedoring buslnass was turned 
down, the members of the various un- 
ions deciding to remain with the old 
firms during the lite of contracts 
which were in force or should ho 
signed during the present season. 

Directly at variance with the deci- 
sion of the convention was a contract 
signed hero today by the representa- 
tives of the stevedoring firms of this 
city and longshoremen's local union 
No. fi. This contract, which has been 
under consideration since September 1, 
provides that vessels shall be handled 
at this port for a period of tho next 
two years, regardless of labor trou- 
bles in any other port on the coast. It 
is agreed that the longshoremen will, 
during this time, not engage In any 
sympathetic strike, except where the 
grain handlers of Portland are directly 
concerned. 

The scale of wages is that which 
has prevailed here for several years. 
This is 55 cents an hour for all dis- 
charging and loading except lumber 
and flour in large sacks. Overtime 
Is SI per hour. Tho rate for lumber 
is 50 cents per hour and 75 cents over- 
lime. The rate for wheat in large 
sacks is GO cents an hour and $1 per 
hour overtime.

The Institute hall was well filled 
last night witli electors anxious to 
hear Joseph Martin, ICC, deliver him- 
self on the questions of tho day. Sev- 
eral hundred people turned out to 
hear him. The audience was Inclined 
to be critical at first, but towards tho 
close the speaker received considerable 
applause. 

Although he administered a number 
of characteristic blows on both tho 
great parties of Canada, Mr. Martin 
had much that was interesting to say. 
His theory of an united independent' 
party for the four western provinces 
to the end that the west might hold 
tho balance of power at Ottawa and 
force tho recognition of Its just de- 
mands, was put with alt the skill of 
the practiced politician and pleader, 
and made a fascinating if not a con- 
vincing picture. 

But when he came to deal with tho 
precepts of the liberal party as coin- 
pared with their practice when once 
entrenched in power, Mr. Martin was 
both convincing and effective. He had 
chapter and verse for his statements 
and he drove home and clinched each 
argument amid rounds of applause 
from the delighted audience. Ho 
showed how Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir 
Richard Cartwrlght and other leading 
Liberals hud While in opposition de- 
nounced the protective tariff as tho 
cause of Canada's ills and the corrup- 
tion In her public lire, and showed 
again how now that they are in power 
tho tariff remains unaltered and is 
defended by them with tbe selfsame 
arguments which they had been wont 
to denounce. Turning to the separatu 
school question, concerning which no 
man in Canada Is better posted than 
Mr. Martin, he showed how the cry of 
provincial control of the schools was 
a great factor in the Liberal victory 
in 1S9G, and then turning: to 1905 ho 
showed how when Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan were erected into separate 
provinces, the Liberal administration 
falsified its former pledges by fasten- 
ing separate schools upon the new 
provinces for all time whether the pro- 
vinces wanted them or not. He 
scouted the suggestion that this was 
a dead issue, holding that the actions 
of the government since the last' gen- 
eral election were legitimate and 
proper subjects for criticisms when 
they asked to be returned to power 
on the strength o£ their record. Ho 
pointed out that changes to the Brit- 
ish North America act requested by 
the Dominion were made as a matter 
of course by the Imperial parliament, 
and so, if returned, Sir Wilfrid 
might yet fasten that system on Brit- 
ish Columbia and indeed would but be 
consistent in so doing. 

His references to Clifford Siftoa 
were well received. He told how just 
before Mr. Sifton went to Ottawa he 
had attempted to settle a $1000 judg- 
ment held by the city of Winnipeg for 
50 cents on the dollar, yet in a year 
or two he was living at tho rate of 
$40,000 a year. If he got if honestly 
the country, under the circumstanpes, 
was entitled to know how he made 
it. Hero with great effect the speaker 
contrasted the action of Sir John 
Thompson, who when charges of cor- 
ruption were made against his party, 
ordered a full enquiry and engaged 
ablo lawyers to assist' the committee 
in charge. 

Liberals and Japanese 

The record of Liberals on tho ques- 
tion of Oriental immigration came in 
for a most complete expose, in which 
Mr. Martin referred especially to the 
campaign of misstatement waged for 
the past two years by tho evening 
paper in Victoria in this regard, which 
had said that tho Liberal policy was 
adopted owing to Imperial pressure 
and the exigencies of Imperial policy. 
Ho showed that this was untrue, and 
how when the subject first arose the 
Hon. Jos. Chamberlain, then secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, had 
written a despatch to tho Dominion 
government advising Canada to pass 
a Natal act, which had not been done, 
the Liberals preferring to leave the 
matter of regulation in the hands of 
the Japanese government. And to 
show that no change had taken place 
in this respect' in the policy of tho 
British government lie referred to a 
statement ho had heard mado In the 
British House of Commons by Col. 
Seeley, the present under secretary for 
the colonies, while he was In England 
last summer, who said that the home 
government would not Interfere with 
any action which the self governing 
colonies might choose to take In the 
matter. 

Mr. Martin waxed very sarcastic on 
tho argument that it was necessary 
to return a government supporter If 
ono wished to secure a fair share of 
the public moneys expended. He 
pointed out that tho reverse was the 
case, as tho money was spent In con- 
stituencies that the government hoped 
to win and not in those which it al- 
ready had solid, though such an argu- 
ment Implied a very degraded view 
of public affairs. He sneered at -the 
solid seven, the slaves of the admin- 
istration, and asked what had they 
done thut they should be returned. 
His Candidature Uncertain 

Regarding his own candidature, Mr. 
Martin said that he had been pressed 
to run in Victoria by a number of 
valued friends, and for himself was 
willing though ho would prefer that 
some other candidate should bo found.

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The fire chlefa convention resumed 
its sessions at nine o'clock yesterday 
morning, the president, Chief Metz, of 
Walla Walla, in the chair. The new 
fire chiefs who arrived yesterday are 
Chief A. Meant, of Ked Deer, Alta.; 
Chief James E, Jewell, of Great Fall, 
Montana; Chief H. P. Smith, of Ros- 
lyn, AVash.; A. Reese, of Cle Plum, 
Wash.; J. L,. Vaughn, of Pendleton, 
Ore., and M. Pox, of Baker City, Ore. 
Chief Aubrey A. Sumner, of Anacortes, 
read a paper on volunteer fire de- 
partment organization ami fire fight- 
ing, lie divided volunteer firemen 
into three classes: (1) Those who 
knew It all and who could not be told 
anything; (2) those who considered 
themselves above drilling and the tire- 
somo duties which always followed a 
fire, and (li) those who were always 
011 hand and always ready for duty 
absolutely regardless of what that 
duty might be (applause), for these 
men formed the backbone of the de- 
partment, and were the very men 
upon Which depended the welfare of 
the organization. The former classes 
in particular required in the handling 
tile exercise of a great deal of di- 
plomacy and judgment. The second 
body to be considered was the city 
council. While the average, city coun- 
cil did not as a matter of fact ap- 
preciate its fire-fighters, at all events, 
to such an extent as would encourage 
them to build up a strung and effi- 
cient volunteer fire- fighting depart- 
ment. (Applause.) The last body to 
be considered In this relation was the 
people, while as regarded their con- 
duct at fires the men were adjured 
at all times t'o keep cool, no matter 
what happened. (Applause.) They 
should further be thoroughly drilled, 
stay In their places In every possible 
circumstance, and take the "lot of 
risk" which so often fell to the posi- 
tion and occupation of the flre- 
. fighter. (Applause.) In the discus- 
sion which ensued Chiefs Styker, 
I Hinks, McKay, Schullcr, Throw. Mul- 
ler, Sumner, Meurs, Ellis Smith Long 
and Warren participated anil the 
paper was ordered to bo printed In 
the annual report. 

Cheap Theatres 
The secretary read a paper by Chief 
Campbell, of Portland, on the regula- 
tions which were necessary for the 
protection of ten cent theatres and 
moving picture shows In order to en- 
sure tlie reasonable safety of the pup- 
lie. The dangers which are threat- 
ened by these exhibitions are due to 
the fact that the films, being made 
of collodion or gun cotton, which Is 
nitro-glyccrino, are highly Inflam- 
mable, breaking out into flames 
If the films are only arrested for a 
few seconds and exposed to the rays 
of the rather powerful electric light 
which is employed on such occasions, 
while if the calcium light is used 
the dangers are only tho greater. Chief 
Campbell urged that these shows 
should bo absolutely prohibited unless 
zinc casings or some equally fire- 
proof material was placed around the 
apparatus which encloses the films. 

In Boyerton, Penn., on the 13th of 
January last, a fire which arose from 
tho films used In a moving picture 
exhibition caused a tiro which by 
oreatlng a panic led to the loss of 
1G7 lives and the complete destruction 
of the opera house. 

Chief Sumner, of Anacortes. stated 
that he had refused permission to 
such an exhibition in that town, al- 
though the. people In charge of the 
show had the assurance to pretend 
that no danger could arise through 
their lack of proper safe guards. 

The discussion was sustained by 
Chiefs Myers, of Spokane, Sumner, of 
Anacortes", Mete, of Walla Walla, Ellis, 
of Baker City Bruce of Hoqulam, 
Klngsley, of Everett, Carlisle, of Van- 
couver, Fowler, of Lethbrldgc,' Jlc- 
Alevy, of Tacoina, Long, of Chehalls, 
and Brlnghurst the secretary, of Se- 
attle, and Fire Marshal Kellogg, of 
Seattle. The paper was then ordered 
to be printed, and the convention ad- 
journed until 1.30 o'clock. 

Afternoon Session. 
Chief Watson announced that it was 
proposed at about 3.30 o'clock in the 
afternoon to pay a visit to the dry 
dock at Esquimau, when- he under- 
stood a vessel was only yesterday en- 
tered for repairs. Esqulmalt In any 
event was well worthy of a visit, which 
would be made in the street cars. 

it was further announced that tho 
delegates would at 10.30 o'clock this 
I morning go out to the reservoir, 
which is under construction, as well 
as the site of the proposed stand pipe, 
on the high level, besides passing 
through the residential portion of the 
city, and divers beauty spots. 

Chief Watson also cordially invited 
all visiting fire chiefs, their wives and 
lady friends to call without ceremony 
upon Mrs. Watson ami himself at 
headquarters, during the reception 
which is fixed for this evening. 

It was in addition to all this ar- 
ranged that the delegates, their wives 
anil friends should assemble at tho 
city hall at two o'clock this afternoon, 
in order that a group photograph 
might be taken. 

Building Ordinances 
Chief Brlnghurst read a paper on 
the building ordinances which should 
be provided for towns and small cities, 
which was prepared by Fire Marshal 
Kellogg, of Seattle. The paper proved 
an excellent one, and a lengthy dis- 
cussion followed. 

In reply to Chief MeAlevy, Mr. Kel- 
logg stated that powder should not bo 
kept in stores between 7 o'clock in tho 
evening and 6 o'clock In the morning. 

Chief MeAlevy enquired whether In 
the theatres direct communication was 
maintained with lire department head- 
quarters by means of insulation boxes, 
in lieu of having tho fire alarm boxes 
upon the stage. 

Fire Marshal Kellogg replied that 
the lire alarm boxes were placed f>0 
ft. away from the theatres, while 
auxiliary alarms which were under the 
charge of the city electrician, were 
stationed upon the stage, which was 
done In order to avoid interference 
With the circuit. 

President Metz: "You prescribe tho 
number of exits for theatres, which 
seat 400 and more people, but what 
about the smaller places'.'" 

Fire Marshal Kellogg: "At least 
two exits should be provided In any 
case, even If the lives or from SO to 100 
people are concerned. That Is the ab- 
solute minimum, and we Insist upon a 
stage entrance In addition." 

President Metz: "This Is a very 
Important paper, an«l It should re-

Insido Fire Escapes. 

Chief Carlisle, of Vancouver, said 
that while this paper covered nearly 
every point at Issue, he had found the 
inside lire escape, which Is built up 
and bricked off in the interior of a 
building, an admirable contrivance, 
and the very best lire escape of which 
he had any knowledge. If was, how- 
ever, rather expensive! This lire es- 
cape consisted of a closod-up stairway 
which was completely cut off from tho 
rest of the building, and in some ho- 
tels they were constructed with walls 
having precisely the ■same thickness 
its the ordinary walls. In one whole- 
sale house In Vancouver this stairway 
was not only partitioned off, but was 
provided with metallic doors. He had 
inspected several of these protective 
systems in other places, ami he fur- 
ther believed that city councils should 
Include such a regulation In their 
building bylaws. If proper building 
laws were drawn up and enforced here, 
as was the case In the old world, and 
efficient lire escapes provided, '.lire 
losses would be most materially low- 
ered. In spite of excellent lire equip- 
ments, tho lire losses in American 
cities are enormous, while people from 
Europe hud told him that places where 
they had lived had not known of a 
single disastrous lire in a period ex- 
tending over B0 or GO years. Tho doors 
of these Inside lire escapes automati- 
cally closed themselves, being pro- 
vided with sliding doors, which worked 
by means of an inclined track and 
were' kept closed all tbe time. 

Fire Marshal Kellogg — Why do you 
not adopt the Klrker Bender cylin- 
drical tubular circular tire escape of 
Louisville, Ky., which Is conducted pre- 
cisely upon the principle of an organ, 
each door being fireproof'.' The peo- 
ple, who are being rescued can enter 
into this apparatus, either head first 
or doubled up, ur in any other position. 
It is peculiarly applicable to large tene- 
ments, lodging houses, hotels and fac- 
tories. 1 have known of as many as 
1,500 persons passing safely down it 
within eleven minutes, coming out us 
grain Is delivered out of a hopper. 
(Applause.) 

"There la In this case absolutely no 
friction, and I recommend It instead 
of the cylindrical stairway, and as be- 
ing the most Improved system for sav- 
ing life in such circumstances in the 
world." 

Secretary Brlnghurst — Is the sliding 
door closed by those who use it in the 
case of the cylindrical stairway'.' 

Chief Carlisle— No; for the doors are 
automatically kept closed all the time. 

Secretary Brlnghurst— And this fact 
does not at all obstruct the people in 
getting out of the building? 

Chief Carlisle— 1 do not think so. 
Secretary Brlnghurst — Then it Is not 
a very stiff Incline'.' 

Chief Carlisle— It is just inclined 
enough to keep the door closed after 
the people using it enter it. 

Secretary Brlnghurst — The advan- 
tage of this stairway Ilea In the fact 
that It Is not patented, while the K, B. 
sliding fire escape Is patented, and the 
latter, moreover, Is high priced. In 
addition, the staircase can be placed in 
old as well as in new buildings, a cor- 
ner of the building, which Is enclosed 
by two brick walls being selected for 
the purpose. 

"It Is a matter of extreme impor- 
tance that fire escapes should be smoke 
proof as well as tire proof. These 
stair cases are and can also bo used 
as ordinary exits, in order to render 
people familiar with their peculiarities. 

Fire Marshal Kellogg— Emergency 
exits should be frequently used, with 
this object in view. 

Secretary Brlnghurst— Rapidity In 
descent in the case of the cylindrical 
slides Is retarded through friction. I 
know of a school where the children 
are allowed to go down this fire es- 
cape as a reward for merit, so pleas- 
ant and so agreeable Is this mode of 
exit, and they can descend, like others, 
either In a sitting position or standing 
up, or as a matter of fact, in any pos- 
ture. Two of these escapes have been 
placed in the insane asylum at Salem, 
Ore. 

Fire Marshal Kellogg — Fire preven- 
tion through first-class building means 
the cutting down to a tremendous ex- 
tent of our enormous annual fir 
and this is, moreover, the only possi- 
ble way In which it can be effected. 
(Applause.) I do not care how build- 
ings are constructed, whether balloon, 
frame or otherwise, for if tile proper 
precautions are taken, one half of our 
tire losses can be saved, and without 
insisting upon the more expensive 
kinds of fireproof construction. I have 
come across, in my many examinations 
of buildings, wood used in so dangerous 
and in such a 'wilfully careless man- 
ner that it compels me to say that such 
practices should be made state pris- 
on offences (applause), and as long as 
this sort of thing Is allowed our fire 
losses must remain at an enormous 
figure. The only way to prevent this 
is to pass and rigidly to Insist upon 
the observance of proper building laws. 
A building was constructed under our 
inspection in Seattle, and the archi- 
tect Informed me that It had cost him 
J:;, 500. (Applause.) In several places 
we made him tear up the work In or- 
der to se whether defects existed, 
while during our Inspection we dis- 
covered hundreds of instances where 
the most dangerous negligence was 
visible. Heavy losses through fire are 
again and .again duo to faulty con- 
struction, and If stops are. only built 
of wood they will be found to a quite 
appreciable extent useful In cheeking 
the progress of fire. Although, so long 
as stops are planned in a mere helter- 
skelter fashion, the fires will only work 
through tin: faster. And the only way rec 
to stop this Is to emphasize upon city 
councils the absolute necessity Which 
now exists for passing rigid building 
ordinances, and then seeing that they 
are strictly observed in the construc- 
tion of buildings. You may legislate 
until doomsday, but It will be all in 
vain unless buildings arc properly con- 
structed, under the supervision of 
honest and properly qualified archi- 
tects. 

President Metz— While these ordi- 
nances are nil right In the larger cities, 
they cannot be made to apply to tho 
smaller ones. , 

Fire Marshal Kellogg: "That cannot 
be done In these other cases." 

President Metz: "No, for st'eel and 
concrete construction are altogether 
too expensive for tne smaller towns, 
where such ordinances would never be 
observed." 



Fire Marshal Kellogg: "But never- 
theless they should be Impressed with 
tho paramount necessity which exists 
for such ordinances, and the extra ex- 
pense will besides bo small." 

President Metz: "But If such re- 
strictions wore Imposed 1 11 tho smaller 
places the people will absolutely not 
build." 

Fire Marshal Kellogg: "Those pre- 
cautions will only cost from $100 to 
1150 more for each building." 

president Metz: "But I am refer- 
ring to fire-proof or nearly fire- proof 
structures." 

Fire Marshal Kellogg: "Much would 
be accomplished as long as each room 
Is supplied with a stop." 

President Metz: "I am talking 
about ordinances which prescribe the 
use of stone or of concrete or of brick, 
which cannot be enforced in the 
smaller places. If these people can- 
not' use wood they will not build at 
all." 

Fire Marshal Kellogg: 'It would be 
better to have no buildings at all 
erected than have such buildings as 
may easily give rise to a conflagration, 
which will sweep away a whole town 
at a great' loss to the country, for no 
man has a right to build a house 
which may he a cause of injury to 
his neighbor." 

President Metz: "That Is an im- 
possible Ideal." 

Fire Marshal Kellogg: "I admit 
that the people must be educated up 
to this position, and unless wo estab- 
lish such provisions we 71111st face 
these enormous losses through fire. 
And the resultant expense Is not after 
all so very great, for safeguards can 
be prescribed which will be found 
useful In wooden buildings. As long 
as the fire Is compelled to work Its 
way through even wooden partitions 
tho fire department has a show. Fire 
department's are not to blame for our 
enormous losses, but criminal laxity In 
putting up buildings. (Applause.) For 
no man has a right to Injure his 
neighbor by erecting a building which 
will cause such a conflagration as 
may sweep away the wealth of an 
entire town, as Is done In the United 
States almost every month in the 
year. (Applause.) But if these precau- 
tions are taken these most disgraceful 
features will disappear from our re- 
cord, and wc will see no more of this 
sort of thing." (Applause.) 

Chief Myers, of Spokane: "The only 
way out of these difficulties is to find 
out the exact cause of every Eire and 
show It to the fire commissioners and 
members of the city councils. We 
huvo now in our city a building in- 
spector and an assistant fire marshal, 
who Is paid by the Insurance people. 
Once we got things well started it will 
be easy sailing." 

Secretary Brlnghurst detailed a cou- 
ple of Instances the history of which 
showed that the fires had been 
smouldering for somo lime before the 
flames had broke out In earnest. And 
indeed they had actually been In a 
building where a fire was making Its 
beginnings, and were not at all aware 
of the fact. On tho motion of Chief 
MeAlevy this paper was ordered t'o be 
printed in the annual report of the 
convention's proceedings. 

Automobile Apparatus. 
Chief J. II. Carlisle, of Vancouver, 
then read a paper upon "Tho Praeta- 
bility of Automobile Fire Apparatus, " 
in which he referred to the experience 
of Vancouver. He favored their adop- 
tion as cheaper in the long run. A 
discussion followed. 

President Metz: "Here Is something 
igain."

In answer to questions Chief Carlisle 
stated that in the tests which had 
been most carefully made the autos 
had proved most satisfactory for short 
distances, while for long distances 
they were immeasurably superior. 
(Applause). They found In practice 
that the uutos were able to catch dp 
to the horses within the space ot five 
or six blocks after leaving the tiro 
halls. (Applause). They were quite as 
reliable as horses and much faster; 
wlille I hey were abb: practically to go 
In cities wherever horses went. (Ap- 
plause), He used solid tires. One 
expert engineer, who overhauled the 
apparatus dally at 6 a.m., at 12 noon 
and at S p.m., was employed. Gasoline 
was better than steam, and IJio gaso- 
line auto was cheaper than the steam 
auto, although if the boilers were so 
arranged as to enable steam to be got 
Up quickly, he preferred steam to 
gasoline, still gasoline autos had now 
become so efficient that they seemed 
to work all right. (Applause), He 
losses I hod called for tenders for two more 
specimens of this sort of apparatus. 
(Applause). The outskirts of Victoria 
would prove excellent for autos; which 
required a solid bottom In roads to 
move over, and they were serviceable 
In considerable mud. On the whole, 
he considered that autos were both 
safer and quicker than horses, al- 
though ho would not say that they 
would go through as much mud as 
horses. (Loud applause) 

This paper being ordered to be 
printed, the convention adjourned un 
til nine o'clock this morning.

It was a small vote polled yesterday 
on the question of whether the coun- 
cil should lie authorized to raise $150,- 
000 for the extension the present stir- 
face drainage system. The measure 
ed a majority of votes In its fa- 
vor and carried, but of tho total of 
4,502 ratepayers entiled to record their 
pleasure but 344 took sufficient inter- 
est to turn out and register their opin- 
ions, and of this number two failed to 
give It proper effect by spoiling their 
votes, though evidently they were In 
favor of the proposal. Those in favor 
of the measure numbered 2 lit, and 
those against 120. 

Money by-laws require that the votes 
cast in favor shall exceed three-fifths 
of the total vote polled. . This was the 
caso in the present instance, and Re- 
turning Officer Scowcroft declared the 
measure passed. 

The voting occasioned absolutely no 
excitement. The proceedings were rer 
markably tame, and with the excep- 
tion of one or two ratepayers who at- 
tended to vote but found that, accord- 
ing to the assessment roll, they were 
not eligible, no bother was experienced 
by the returning officer. Tho members 
of the city council were extremely anx- 
ious that the by-law should pass, ami 
while they were prepared to see the 
ratepayers apathetic, as Is the case In 
all voting on civic measures which are 
submitted at a time other than tho 
civic elections, they wore all pleased 
to learn that the ratepayers, or tit leasl 
a. majority of those who took tin- trou- 
ble to turn out and vote, are In favor 
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of tin! proposed extension of the sur- 
face drainage system, a system which, 
when Installed, will do much to remove 
tho hitherto bad conditions prevailing 
every winter by reason of the flooding 
of low -lying portions of the city. 

The by-law, which had been ad- 
vanced to Its final stage in council 
before being submitted to the public, 
will now be put through its final stages 
and it is the intention to make an 
early start on the work of installing 
the system, the first, part of the work 
to be undertaken being the extension 
of the present surface drain from 
Fairfield road through to the sea, a 
work which will cost In the neighbor- 
hood of $10,000.

A short meeting of the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis society was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at the city hall when A. S. 
Barton, who has recently returned 
from Tranquille, the site of the sani- 
tarium, spoke on the necessity of a 
more active campaign for funds With 
which to further the greut work now* 
being undertaken. Mr. Barton stated 
that -everything at Tramjullle Is In al- 
most satisfactory condition so far as 
present means would permit, but If the- 
Institution is to progress and fully 
meet all requirements, which was the 
sincere desire of everyone who has at 
heart the great work of lessening the 
ravages of the white plague, a mora 
systematic campaign for funds must be 
undertaken. A great work Is now be- 
ing done by all the local societies, and 
too much praise cannot be given to 
those who have so earnestly labored 
towards the Institution of the sani- 
tarium and Its successful operation, 
but It Is Imperative that more money 
be forthcoming. 

Mr. Barton stated that there are now 
27 patients at Tranquille, and the re- 
port of Dr. Irving, the superintendent, 
shows that these patients are doing 
| well amid the health-giving sur- 
1 rounding? of the sanitarium. Work 
on the erection of a new kitchen lias 
commenced anil when completed it 
will be possible to increase the num- 
ber of patients to 35 and to add two 
tent cottages. When the new sani- 
tarium is completed there will be ac- 
commodation for about 00 patients. 
I Today the maintenance of the sani- 
j tarlum is costing $1,501) monthly and 
when the new building is ready this 
I cost will be increased to ubout {4,000, 
j if the institution Is to perform the 
work for which it has been Instituted 
; At present the government grant 
l amounts to G7 cents per head for each 
I patient per day and besides the In- 
! stitutlon receives what the patients 
| can afford to contribute, but the time 
j will come when patients will be treat - 
I od who cannot afford to pay and be- 
i sides the number of patients will in- 
I crease, and the question now is, will 
the people of British Columbia respond 
. to the extra demand for funds'.' It Is 
) the hope of the directors to raise 
j $1,000 a month in contributions. 

The population of the province Is 
I estimated at 200,000, and allowing for 
j an average of live to each family 
i there would lie -10,000 families. Per- 
' haps from half of these families it 
; would be possible to secure a contri- 
! butlon of one dollar a year, but even 
j supposing nothing like half of the 
families contributes still Mr. Barton 
feels that the desired $12,000 could bo 
raised provided the; people displayed 
tin- interest they showed in the great 
work to hi' done. 

Mr. Barton's account of the condi- 
tions at Tranquille was listened to 
i with Interest by the ladles present at 
l the meeting. It was decided to call 
a special meeting for the lflth of this 
month when a larger attendance la 
I looked for. and this matter of Inaugur- 
ating an energetic campaign for funds 
will be fully discussed and plans com- 
pleted for the campaign.

CAMPAIGN STARTED 
FOR LOCAL OPTION 

Citizen's League Appoint Rep- 
resentative Committee for 
Temperance Cause 



The nucleus of a. committee whoso 
duty shall bo to rouse interest in tho 
move being made' towards Inducing 
the provincial legislature to introduce 
an enactment giving the different mun- 
icipalities local option with respect 
to the salo of liquor was formed at a 
meeting of the Citizens' league held 
last night at tho City hall. There was 
a large attendance und the proceed- 
ings were enthusiastic throughout, 
Addresses were delivered by W. J. 
Short, Rev. T. 13. Holling, Mrs. Spoff- 
ard, Aid. Gleason and Rev. S. J. 
Thompson, who occupied the chair. 
Mr. Short's Address 
After a few Introductory remarks by 
Rev. Mr. Thompson, who explained the 
object of the gathering, Mr. Short was 
called on and took the platform amid 
hearty applause. He said that ho was 
from Toronto, tho principal city of a 
province which had made great strides 
along the lines of temperance reform. 
But ho had become a resident of Vic- 
toria and was pleased to obtain the 
opportunity to do a little in tho same 
direction In the great west. Refereneo 
was made to the wonderful resources 
of British Columbia and of tho con- 
sequent possibilities of advancement. 
He claimed, however, that unless the 
young people were taught to make pro- 
per use of their heritage, the Paclii 
coast would not be able to take th 
plaeo in relation to its sister province 
to which It was justly entitled. If th 
great evils represented by the sale of 
alcoholic liquors were allowed to con- 
tinue unchecked it meant that com- 
ing generations would bo shackled in 
their attempt to advance. 

Temperance legislation was gaining 
ground everywhere. It was so In 
France, the great wlne-drlnklng na- 
tion, tho same was apparent hi Ger- 
many, tin; notorious beer-drinking 
country and also it was the casts In 
Great Britain. Ho had been pleased 
to note that Emperor William, of Ger- 
many, was frowning down the use ot 
Intoxicants by tho men of his army. 
In England the celebrated labor leader, 
John Burns, had come out flat-footed 
In refereneo to the question. The pub- 
lic house, he had declared was a me- 
nace. Other Instances of the speedy 
development of a sentiment antagon- 
istic to liquor were cited by Mr. Short, 
among which was a declaration from 
Lord Charles Beresford, who, though 
he drank occasionally, had specifically 
stated that he never used a drop while 
on duty, realizing that even the slight- 
est quantity diminished Ills mental and 
physical capabilities. 

In tho United States 
More than half of the people of the 
United States were living under pro- 
hibition laws, Mr. Short affirmed. Tho 
movement had gathered head first In 
the south, but the Dominion wasn't 
lagging far behind. He maintained 
that to succeed the Citizens' league 
would have to educate the populace. It 
was no use trying to legislate the peo- 
ple into sobriety. It had been said 
that an "informed church was a re- 
form ffliurch." The same might be ap- 
plied to the public — "an informed pub- 
lic was a reform public." It was ne- 
cessary that the masses should real- 
ize that King Alcohol was seriously In- 
jurious to body and mind as well as to 
spirit. 

Influential people were beginning to 
realize the damaging effect of tho 
liquor traffic, and that the public gen- 
erally were obtaining knowledge of Its 
evil influence. Of the railways of this 
United States <j0 per cent, discrimin- 
ated against those who drank, of the 
manufacturles of the same country 70 
per cent, took a similar stand and the 
same was the case of 65 per cent ot 
the benefit societies. Sir Oliver M<nv- 
at hail said that 75 per cent, of the 
crime and poverty of the province of 
Ontario had been duo to Intoxicating 
liquor. Recent statistics proved that 
SO per cent, of those Incarcerated in 
the gaols of the Dominion had reached 
that deplorable end because of the ex- 
cessive use of the stimulating bev- 
erage. 

Local Option. 

"Is local option the best way out of 
if.'" That was the question in the 
mind of Mr. Short, and ho proceeded 
to relate the history of the temperance 
cause In Ontario since the Introduc- 
tion of that legislation. When the 
residents of that province had first 
turned their attention to the question 
in earnest they had thought that tho 
federal authorities would make some 
move toward prohibition throughout 
Canada. That, however, had resulted 
in the plobecitc — not nt nil a satisfac- 
tory outcome. After other alternatives 
had been tried they had settled on the 
local option plan, and since 1904 It hud 
been through the crucible of severe 
trial and had not' been found wanting. 
In upwards of 150 municipalities the 
people had decided against the issu- 
ance of licenses (applause), and that, 
Mr. Short added, in spite of the fact 
that an amendment had been Intro- 
duced by the government which Was 
generally known as the three-fifths 
clause, and which made it Imperative 
that, before bars were closed In any 
district, sixty out of every one hun- 
dred of the residents must bo In favor 
of the move. (More applause.) 

Mr. Short explained In detail the 
operation of the law In Ontario, point- 
ing out that at the termination of a 
period of three years, at the request 
of a certain number of the residents 
of any municipality Included in the 
"dry" belt, the question was presented 
to them again and if they so decided 
the prohibitory measure was repealed. 
But he had great pleasure In stating 
that In only two or three at the outside 
instances had such retrograde steps 
been taken. (Applause.) 

Concluding, Mr. Short drew atten- 
tion to the condition prevailing in the 
suburbs of Toronto. He stated that 
there prohibition was In force, and he 
who had lived there, had found that 
tile conditions under such a law were 
much Improved. 

Situation in Manitoba. 

Rev. T. W. Holling, pastor of the 
Metropolitan Methodist church was 
next Introduced. He stated that he 
had been requested to speak of the 
progress of the movement In Manitoba. 
He said it had begun In tho .south and 
was marching northward. In the 
province from which he had come, 
temperance reform, he was sorry to 
say, had suffered as much from its 
friends as from its foes. Party feel- 
ing always had been so strong on tho 
evo of a general election that the mem- 
bers of the Conservative and Liberal 
associations had rallied to their re- 
spective banners rind left the temper- 
ance ship stidlly In distress. However, 
he believed that the people were free- 
ing themselves from this, and that the 
time had arlvcd for a rich harvest: 



Certainly tremendous advancement had 
been made there of late, the most im- 
portant step being tho procuring from 
the Roblln government of the right to 
obtain an expression from the people 
of their opinion through local option. 
There was no three- fifths clause in 
Manitoba, and inasmuch as the On- 
tario authorities. In introducing that 
enactment there, had said that the 
precedent had been created by Mani- 
toba, and that they wore but following 
suit, he thought that It would be. but 
proper for them to again adopt the 
same course. 

After giving an account of the or- 
ganization of Royal Templars of Tem- 
perance throughout Manitoba; Rev. Mr. 
Holling stated that there were twenty- 
nine municipalities under prohibition 
as an outcome of local option. In 
about 100 tho question would be placed 
before the electorate next January, 
and it was confidently felt that half 
wottld favor the proposal. (Applause.) 

Reference was made to British Co- 
lumbia in Ids concluding remarks. He 
stated that until the government ac- 
ceded to the request that tho local 
option system be Introduced there was 
no way of getting at tho people. All 
that was wanted at present was the 
permission to ask tho people of the 
various towns and municipalities of the 
province whether they wanted tho 
liquor traffic or otherwise. He hoped 
that any action that was taken would 
be towards Inducing the provincial au- 
thorities to introduce an enactment to 
that effect. (Applause.) 

Progress in British Columbia. 

Mrs. Spofford, organizer of the VV. C. 
T. U., spoke at some length on the 
conditions in British Columbia. She 
spoke of the early and somewhat dis- 
couraging efforts of that body and 
then told of tho marked advancement 
which had been made within the past 
several years. While for some time 
after the Inception of the body there 
were only thirty-five branches and a 
total membership of about 300, now 
there was an auxiliary society In al- 
most every Incorporated city in tho 
province, and the numerical strength 
totalled something like 1,200. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Figures were quoted going exhaust- 
ively into the situation in every com- 
munity in British Columbia. It was 
shown that in Victoria there were -5 
churches, \i temperance organizations, 
as against 70 licensed bars; In Na- 
naimo there were 10 churches, 3 tem- 
perance organizations and 22 licensed 
bars; in Ladysniitll there were 3 
Churches, 2 temperance organizations, 
and 17 licensed liars, and In Vancouver 
there were 26 churches, l) temperance 
organizations and 01 bars. It was Mrs. 
Spofford's opinion that this afforded 
a clear Indication of the forces against 
which the temperance workers were 
arrayed in their fight for local option. 

The W.C.T.U., she concluded, was In 
a position and would be willing to 
assist the Citizens' League In every 
way possible as they were working 
towards the same end. 

Rev. Mr. Thompson, the chairman, 
In a few remarks, stated that three 
things were required, namely, unity, 
the sinews of war, and immediate ac- 
tion. He trusted that someone present 
was prepared to set the ball rolling 
by making a definite proposition. 
Resolution Carried 

Thereupon Aid. Gleason submitted a 
resolution which was carried unani- 
mously. It follows: 

"That in view of Iho need and im- 
portance of a local option law in 
British Columbia, this'' meeting of 
citizens of Victoria, resolve here and I 
now to form a Bo'eal Oplloh Commit- 
tee, with power to add to Its number, 
which shall have charge of tho whole 
question : 

"First, in organizing and carrying 
out a plan of campaign throughout 
the city and suburbs, and for obtain- 
ing signatures of election to a petition 
to the legislature .asking for the 
passing of a local option law: 

"Second, to conduct a campaign 
throughout the city, giving effect to 
the local option law when passed," 

The chairman named Rev. Herman 
Carson, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional church. Dr. Brnest Hall and A. 
J. Pineo were nominated the neuclus 
of a committee which would have 
power to add to Its numbers in tho 
prosecuting of a vigorous temperance 
campaign In Victoria. They recom- 
mended the following: 

Ward 1— Mayor Hall, B. A. Campbell, 
Wm. Beattle, W. H. Parsons, W. J. 
Pennington. 

Ward 2 — D. Spragge, X. Shakespeare, 
J. M. Campbell, W. Beckwlth, Rev. S.

F. Andrews, E. B. Jones, A. J. Pineo. 

Ward I — Br. E. Hull. R- W. Clarke, 
R. W. Coleman, A .J. Morloy and J. T.

Ward 5— W. J. Sherett, D. McLean, 
Capt. Mcintosh, J. Renfree, I). Sprink- 
ling. 

The meeting then adjourned.

JAPAN ANdThF - 

PACI FIC TRADE 

Magazine Editor Thinks the Sailors of 
Nippon Will Control the Busi- 
ness of This Ocean 

Informal statements have come from 
those who control the American trans- 
pacific traffic that this business will 
soon bo abandoned by them, says the 
World's Work. These, statements have 
been more or less enigmatic in form; 
but their meaning Is that tho fleets 
of the Pacific Mall Steamship com- 
pany, of the Hill railroads, and of the 
other more or less Independent com- 
panies are likely to ho sold sooner or 
later to tho Japanese. 

The. reason given out Is the demand 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 



sion that the transcontinental rail- 
roads shall pub''sh their rates from 
American inland points to the Orient 
In such a way as to show how much 
of the rate is charged for Inland trans- 
portation and how much for the ocean 
voyage. The roads declare this to be 
a hardship, because, they say, if those 
rates are made public the shippers 
from inland points to the Pacific 
Coast would demand that their rates 
be reduced to correspond to these low 
export rates. This reason, it may be 
noted, is published in an election year. 
It is comparatively trivial — is, in fact, 
rather an ■excuse than a reason for 
such a desertion. 

The true reason for the alleged de- 
spair over the Pacific trade lies deeper. 
It is the fact that Japan can handle 
the traffic at a proflt in her subsidized 
ships at rates that leave no profit at 
all to the ships of American, Ger- 
man or British owners. This is plain 
enough. One may read it in the an- 
nual reports of the big German lines, 
-some of which have taken part of 
their lleets out of the trade. It is 
written even more plainly in the re- 
cords of the great Peninsula & Orien- 
tal Steamship company, whose Chin- 
ese service has been cut to pieces by 
Japanese competition. A year ago, 
when Mr. Hill's monster steamship, 
Lhe pride of our mercantile marine, 
was lost on an Oriental coast, he said 
that the ship would never be replaced 
because It would not pay. 

Since the Japanese can outbid 
other maritime nations In the raci 
Pacific trade, air Important que! 
of the future in the commercial woi 
Is, how far Japan may go In tl 
victorious war for commerce. A su 
sidy, sailors' wages, their dlsclpllna 
system, perhaps even the Indlvldi 
appetite of tin-' common sailor — 
these and many oth^r facts contribute 
to their success. Will they, for these 
economic reasons, control pacific com- 
merce for the noxt half-century as 
Britain has controlled the trade of the 
Atlantic for the past half-century? 

It Is not likely — if a. guess be war- 
ranted without definite information — 
that Messrs. Hill and Harrimari will 
soon sell their Pacific lines, ir they 
ever do; but selling then] would be 
a logical result of present conditions. 
The Japanese can do this service more 
cheaply, and no sentiment of natloni 
pride will In the long run stand in the 
food of a great economic fact. The 
first duty of these men Is their duty 
to the stockholders of their companies; 
and, If the interests of the stockholders 
continuously demand the sale of the 
ships, the Hale will sooner or later 
be made.

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EXPLANATION NEEDED. 

When Mr. Templeman begins his 
promised explanations we hope lie will 
not lose sight of the pilotage, question. 
.As every one knows, the port of Vic- 
toria Is So favorably situated as re- 
spects the ocean that compulsory 
pilotage Is a needless arrangement. 
The great majority of vessels making 
this port do not take pilots, but they 
have to pay for them just the same, 
not full rates, of course, but yet a rate 
which is a needless burden. Every 
needless burden Is a handicap to a 
port. In the cases of Vancouver, C'lii'- 
mainus, Ladysmith, and Nanaimo, it 
may be right to Insist that ships shall 
either take a pilot and nay full rates 
for his services, or else pay for the 
support of pilots by contributing some- 
thing, even though the ship masters do 
not avail themselves of their services. 
With Victoria it is different, and this 
port ought to have the advantage of 
Its geographical situation. At least 
this is what we think about It, and our 
views are those expressed by the 
Board of Trade and the shipping com- 
munity generally. The Board of Trade 
has labored hard to secure the aboli- 
tion of compulsory pilotage, but so far 
without success. It has sent several 
"representations to Ottawa on the sub- 
ject, but has failed to accomplish the 
desired object. This was a matter in 
which Mr. Templeman might have been 
of great service to ills constituency, 
and have given us all some reason to 
feel , that there is some advantage in 
being represented in Parliament by a 
cabinet minister. More especially was 
this the case, because at the time the 
agitation was being pressed most vig- 
orously. Mi-. Templeman was filling the 
office of Minister' of Marine and Fish- 
eries. It was during this time tliat a 
memorandum was sent to the Depart- 
ment, over' which our representative 
was presiding, by the Board of Trade 
or this 'city. This memorandum was 
the result of many days of labor on 
the part of a committee of the Board, 
composed of prominent business men. 
They examined the question in all its 
bearings, and their suggestions and 
arguments were sent forward with 
some confidence that they would re- 
ceive consideration, the time being 
thought especially opportune, as Mr. 
Templeman was responsible for the 
manner in which the Department was 
administered. In due course a reply 
came, and we find in the report of the 
Board of Trade for 1D07

The Pilotage Commissioners have 
properly been looked upon as tho au- 
thority' for advising this Department 
on pilotage matters.

THE ESQUI MALT WATER SUPPLY. 

We quote the following from the 
Times: ' -J ... 

A short time ago the Times predict- 
ed that the reasons for the Colonist's 
anxiety to stampede the city Into 
purchasing the Coldstream property 
of the Esqulmalt Water Works Com- 
pany would be disclosed In due season. 
Have tlie reasons not been disclosed? 
It is not necessary to comment upon 
the matter, further than to. say that 
when the Colonist' advises the "public 
to pursue a certain 'course, the part 
of wisdom will bo to pursue a directly 
opposite course. 

As a rule we are quite Indifferent to 
such miserable insinuations as the 
Times is in the habit of Indulging in at 
other people's expense, but the reflec- 
tion contained In tho paragraph quot- 
ed is so infamously false that we pro- 
pose to treat it more seriously than 
it perhaps deserves. We are prepar- 
ed for political opposition, and for 
misrepresentations of the arguments 
that we may advance from time to 
time. We have learned to expect no- 
xtract j thing else from our contemporary, but 



such a statement, as Is contained in 
tho paragraph quoted, Is so infamous- 
ly false that Wo confess to surprise 
at Its appearance even in so charac- 
terless a paper as the Times. It is, 
of course, published at this particular 
time for the purpose of influencing the 
people of Victoria against anything 
which the Colonist may advance dur- 
ing the present election campaign. The 
Times cannot answer tile arguments 
of the Colonist; it cannot explain 
away the things which are properly 
alleged as reasons why Mr. Temple- 
man should not be re-elected; but it 
can endeavor to create the impression 
that the Colonist is not honest in what 
it says and in the policies which it 
espouses. This is the measure of Us 
intelligence.

been a great loss of water from causes 
that have since been remedied, and 
when tho property, which the city will 
have to take sooner or later, could 
have been obtained at the lowest pro- 
bable figure. AVe were absolutely 
frank. AVe had no ulterior motive, and 
even if we had, the course, which we 
recommended was one by which the 
city could have got as much of the 
property as It needed for what it ivp.s 
worth at the time.

MILITIA EXPENDITURES 

In asking Mr. Templeman for an 
explanation of the reason why the 
promise to keep up the military force 
at Work Point had not been fulfilled, 
wc said it was not because tlie govern- 
ment is not' spending a great deal of 
money on the militia. A few figures 
on this point will be of interest. In 
the nine months ending March .'list, 
the Militia Department expended 
$4,347,320, of which $944,022 was for 
new rifles. Tho cost fur the current 
year is put at ? (i. 50 J.G00. Now we are 
not making any objection to the in- 
crease' .simply because It is an in- 
crease; but we would like to know 
how much hotter tho country is de- 
fended now than it was' in 1S00, when 
the total expenditure was $2,128,714, 
of which $1,000,000 went for new 
riries, amunitlon and equipment'. In 
1S96 it cost $112,649 to administer the 
militia at Ottawa and at the different 
district commands. Last year for the 
same services the expenditure was 
$406,740, and that was for only nine 
months. In 1800 there were certtttn 
officers, who formed what may be 
called the headquarters staff at 
Ottawa. Their titles and salaries were 
as follows:

THE DALAI LAMA 

The despatches tell that the. Dalai 
Lama, is yet a wanderer, having re- 
fused to return to Lhassa since ho 
left it after the arrival of Col. Young- 
husband's force a few years ago. He 
is now In the province of OhI-ll, which 
means that lie is a very long way 
from home. The Dalai Lama is a 
person of much Importance. He is tlie 
head of that branch of Buddhism 
which finds acceptance in Tibet ami 
throughout Mongolia. It was founded 
about A . D. 638, or at least that is the 
date at which It began to play any 
prominent pari in Tibet, which seems 
to have been its original home, The 
head of the cult, was at one time called 
the Grand Lama, but tlie fifth incum- 
bent of the office caused himself to be 
proclaimed Dalai Lama, which means 
the Lama, who is as vast as the ocean, 
a very singular title indeed to be 
given to the bead of a religion, whose 
adherents lived nowhere near the sea. 
At present Lamalsm extends over all 
central Asia and even Into Europe, 
and scatterlngly into China, but its 
adherents do not number more than 
1(1,000,000. LamaiSUl takes no account 
of the existence nf a deity. It neither 
affirms nor denies that there is such 
a being. The peculiar feature of the 
cult is a belief that each successive. 
Dalai Lama is a reincarnation of his 
predecessors. When a Dalai Lama dies 
his soul is supposed to enter tlie body 
of a newly born infant, and the duty 
of determining the particular infant 
who has been thus distinguished, de- 
volves upon the priesthood, although 
tho Emperor of China claims the right 
of veto. The present holder of the 
exalted ofllce is a man of middle age. 
He is reputed to be endowed with 
great wisdom, but bow much of truth 
and how much of imagination there is 
in such a report it is impossible to 
say. 
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The proposal to establish an Institu- 
tion for the Instruction of the deaf, 
dumb and blind, to be supported by 
the four western provinces, has much 
to recommend it.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 

The Toronto News prints a review 
of the general business situation, 
which Is of special interest as it ap- 
pears in a paper published in a city 
where It is possible to feel the pulse 
of trade with much certainly. It tells 
us that in the Eastern Provinces tho 
farmers have had a prosperous season.

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NOTE AND COMMENT 



The British method or dealing with 
anarchists has shown its excellence in 
the i'uet thai while London probably 
harbors more of that unruly folic than 
any other city in the world, yet the 
city suffers practically not at all from 
the troubles usually attendant on the 
assemblages of anarchists. A London 
correspondent says: ■ ■ 

The secret of the British method Is 
publicity and free speech. It was only 
after many years of repression that 
Britain discovered this fuel. The .se- 
cret meetings, the midnight plots, the 
pamphlets, and newspapers surrepti- 
ilously circulated, bred mystery and 
dnrk doings and anarchism thrives on 
such things. On such occasions when 
the authorities, with soldiers-, police- 
men and special constabulary, at- 
tempted to stop yroeessions and pre- 
vent meetings there were conflicts and 
riots. But for nearly a quarter of a 
century London lias been quite at peace 
with the turbulent clement. If any one 
wants to huve a procession In great 
numbers because of some public ques- 
tion, the police authorities tell thorn to 
go ahead and "procesh" to their hearts' 
content, provided always that an ade- 
quate police escort 'accompanies' the' 
marchers to see that traffic is nut de- 
layed atid that, there is no ruffianism 
by hooligans along the line of march. 
If a few thousands or a hundred thou- 
sand want to hold a public meeting, 
Hyde park or Trafalgar square Is open 
to them. 

Again transmutation or metals comes 
up for serious consideration by sclent'; 
ists. There has never been a dream so 
tenaciously held by the human mind, 
and probably it will be centuries be- 
fore tup dream will be allowed to 
lapse Into the realm of unreality. A 
London correspondent says: 

The Times gives some prominence 
to a protest from an anonymous scien- 
tific writer against the recent descrip- 
tions of the magic power of radium 
transmuting metals. He asserts thai 
the powers of radium have been vast- 
ly overrated. Speculation on the most 
slender basis of Tact lias played far 
too great a part In the enquiries as to 
its nature and substances, which are 
supposed to be formed by the trans- 
muting agency, in which have been 
products of unbridled, fertile fancy 
and not of any chemical change. 



FORTY YEARS AGO 



There is a great deal of logic In the 
contention of those who say that uni- 
versal peace will come about, not from 
the cabals or kings and presidents, but 
from the very weight or the burdens 
ot war. In tills connection the grow- 
ing tax rate of Germany, as described 
by a Berlin correspondent, Is interest- 
ing: 

Following the recent semi-official 
statements of a large impending drain 
in the imperial finances, Herr Sydow, 
secretary of the imperial treasury, has 
published an article giving in details 
the proposals to meet the diflculty. 
Estimating the deficit to be met dur- 
ing the coming five years at more than 
$500,000,000, the minister says that the 
nation's growth and Its liabilities have 
coincided with the growth or Its pros- 
perity, and It can and must make ef- 
forts to raise the money to straighten 
out its finances, for thereupon the 
country's . continued prosperity and 
even its existence depends. Articles of 
universal consumption, especially 
spirits, beers and . tobacco, will be 
further taxed. Real estate must con- 
tribute its share. Theinatrleular con- 
tributions of the separate states will 
be increased. The legacy duties will 
probably be heavier than at present. 

Like the tales of the Great Plague of 
London are the reports that have come 
from St. Petersburg these past weeks. 
An extract from a -St. Petersburg dis- 
patch or September 22 gives some idea 
or the scenes of distress in the eholera- 
rlddeh city: 

The -scarcity of gra vediggers 'has 
caused a painful delay in the past few 
days, 150 coffins containing bodies 
now being stored in the adjoining 
woodshed. Some of the mourners have 
been waiting their turn for several 
days. Up to noon today the municipal 
hospitals reported for the last twenty- 
four hours 117 cholera caf.es and 176 
deaths, '"here is a total of l,uS7 pa- 
tients In the various hospitals. These 
municipal statistics are most incom- 
plete, a fact which is shown conclu- 
sively by the number of interments. 
At one cemetery these aggregated 424 
for the last three days, or within twen- 
ty of the total number of deaths re- 
ported. The sinister legend that the 
physicians of St. Petersburg caused 
the epidemic by poisoning the waters 
of the Neva as well as the fruits sold 
in the general markets still persists 
among the people, although the press 
is conducting an educational campaign 
against this superstition. The police 
today arrested one man for spreading 
this rumor, and they intend to make 
a summary example of him.

His experience In 
nearly every quarter Of the globe has 
taught him that there are sorts and 
conditions of men other than thoae 
who live in Royal palaces. The Prince 
Is rapidly becoming unofficial ambassa- 
dor to his Royal uncle King Edward. 
He was chosen to convey the Garter to 
the Mikado of Japan, and there Is 
scarcely a Royal ceremony of any fiotc 
on the continent that he does not at- 
tend in a representative capacity.

Of his .mite knew the meaning of tha 
proceedings, but the Prince ..-ailed his 
military knowledge to aid, and inter- 
preted the signals as "Welcome to 
Canada." Seizing a handkerchief, be 
waved back the words "Many thanks." 

. Everyone ..by Ujls tinio Js aware ot 
the width bf range covered by the 
Kaiser's accomplishments, but the 
world has still to learn his versatility 
as a sportsman. According to the 
Wartburg authorities at Eisenach, who 
are very proud of the Emperor's an- 
nual visit to the little Thuringlan lilll- 
city, lie alms at other than big game 
when there. An Englishman, who was 
curious to know something of the Im- 
perial game bag. Inquired what sort of 
sport tlte Kaiser round in the rorest or 
the Wartburg, where the irrepressible 
tourist, has long since-driven away all 
big game. "Ach so," was the ready re- 
ply of the imperial forester, who was 
exceedingly proud of his English. 'Wot 
do he find of sport'.'

BRITISH OPINION 



The Daily News says: All Europe 
today Is ■ celebrating- the eightieth 
birthday of her greatest man. The Rus- 
sian Church may excommunicato him 
and forbid Its members to take any 
share in tho occasion. The Tsar and 
his M blisters may imprison, exile, and 
hang their noblest opponent's followers 
If thoy will. Those things do not, de- 
tract from bis honor, but only Increase 
it. Today neither. Europe nor Russia Is 
thinking of the Church or the Tsar. 
All of us alike have before our minds 
that familiar and rugged figure, that 
aged but .Invincible spirit in whose pre- 
sence the crowns and sceptres or mon- 
archs, the vestments of ritual, and the 
ceremonials of priests, the uniforms of 
power, tho insignia of rank, and all 
the paraphernalia that mankind has 
piled around authority shrivel to tho 
trumpery that thoy are. There he 
stands, an old and wayworn man, dwel- 
ling tar ort in the midst of Russia's au- 
tumnal plains, but the true leaders of 
Europe turn to him today with an af- 
fectionate reverence such as the world 
is happy If 'it can give-to ono-mun in 
a century. 

Tolstoy Is a prophet whom you .must 
either accept or reject. There .is no 
halt-way house In the pilgrimage to 
ills shrine. His lire (says the Dally 
Mail) is the type of human development 
or or human decay. From poetic child- 
hood to reckless and dissolute youth, 
through egotistical manhood to the ne- 
gation or age. These are the stages of 
his career, and it Is by their fruits ye 
shall judge them. Have years brought 
loftier Ideals, more generous impulses, 
more sympathetic Insight, or have they 
narrowed his vision and replaced hope 
by despair'.' Tolstoy's life in our opin- 
ion is the reversal of the doctrine of. 
progress. He would convert us back 
to "all fours" — this dreamy Socialist 
who in his later years has preached 
and practised the gospel of non-resis- 
tance, and of manual labor. Men may 
admire him for the sacrifices he has 
made and for the courage he has 
shown, but they have been wise in re- 
fusing to accept him as a prophet and 
a teacher. "No prison," said tho Tsar 
Alexander, "has portals lofly enough to 
admit Tolstoy," No world, wo may 
add, is Hat and uninteresting enough 
to admit, his philosophy. The man who 
resists nothing save the impulses to 
use a spado Is not tho prophet we aro 
looking fo-. We may accept Tolstoy 
is a new literary flavor, but as a prac- 
tical guide and a. prudent counsellor wo 
have no use lor him In these strenuous 
days. Even the grub is not denied the 
chance of becoming a butterfly. 

Now that Mr. Orville Wright has 
sailed on an aeroplane for a clear hour 
(says the .Morning Post), the aeropluno 
has become a competitor with the diri- 
gible balloon. The question whether it 
is possible to navigate tho air may bo 
taken to have received a definite an- 
swer in the affirmative, hut the ques- 
tion what purpose will be served by 
this neiv power remains open. There 
have been speculations, but they have 
been fanciful. The fnct that balloons 
have been used for military reconnais- 
sance, and that most of the recent ex- 
periments have been carried out under 
military auspices, has led to the popu- 
lar idea that the nlr may In a lew 
years become a theatre of war. The. 
great achievement of Count Zeppelin in 
the balloon which was unfortunately 
destroyed encouraged a great many 
people in South Germany to think that 
tho time was at hand when the Ger- 
man army would bo able to invadd 
England without the trouble of first 
defeating the British navy. But just at 
tlte moment when the living machine 
makes its first effective voyage conies 
a scientific observer, Professor Simon 
Newcomb, and analyses In the '•Nine- 
teenth Century" the chances of prac- 
tical utility, both of the balloon and ot 
the flylcs machine. If Professor New- 
comb is right tho forecasts of aerial 
navies and of battles In the air will not 
be realised. Nor does the Proressor 
think it probable that airships of any 
kind will ever rival ocean steamers as 
means i>r commercial transport.

T)i: Hoe de Forest, who has Just ar- 
rived in England for the purpose of 
demonstrating his system of wireless 
telegraphy before the Admiralty, may, 
says the "Pall Mall Gazette," be re- 
garded as one of the strongest rivals of 
Marconi. Tho United States govern- 
ment are so far convinced of the excel- lr 
len.ee of his system as to equip five 
long-distance stations, extending as far 
outh as Cuba, by which they hope to 
be independent of cables In time of 
war. The value of the De Forest sys- 
tem in war time was amply demon- 
strated in the Russo-Japanese cam- 
paign, when reports for use In the 
Times were transmitted from the scene 
or operations. The apparatus was in- 
stalled on' the Halmum, and Welhul- 
Wol was made the receiving station. 
The wireless messages were passed 
from ship lo shore, and then by or- 
dinary cable to London. The Russians 
did not take kindly to this innovation, 
and issued the following warning: "In 
case neutral vessels having on board 
correspondents who may communicate 
news to the enemy by means of ap- 
paratus not yet provided for by exist- 
ing conventions should he arrested off 
Kwang-tung or within the zone of op- 
erations of the Russian Meet, such cor- 
respondents shall be regarded as spies, 
and the vessels provided with such ap- 
paratus shall be seized as lawful 
prizes." 
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Cardinnl Gibbons, Archbishop of Bal- 
timore, Is perhaps the only prelate at 
the Eucharistlc Congress who lias 
preached In a Protestant church. Tho 
incident occurred while he was spend- 
ing a summer vacation at a fashion- 
able American seaside resort.

Dally News says: We shall soon 
head our newspapers with the number 
or people Killed by motors every day 
Just as the Russians headed theirs with 
tho number of political executions till 
tho Russian Government forbade that 
onvqnlent summary a lew weeks ago. 
The deaths by motor appear to be 
pretty nearly equal fo the average of 
Russian executions. They seem to come 
to about three a day. The main dif- 
feronce Is that the Russian executions 
are all equally horrible, but some mo- 
tor deaths are more horrible than oth- 
ers. Most of the cases of fatal acci- 
dents have not the additional element 
of heartless cowardice or Indifference. 
In most cases the occupants of the mo- 
tor an- sincere in their regret, and do 
what they can to give assistance. We 
do not applaud them for that. They 
would otherwise not deserve to he 
counted as human beings, and when we 
read as though In condonation that 
"the occupants of the car dismounted 
and expressed the utmost consternation 
at the fatal result" we only wonder 
what else was expected of them, 



and of Government should be. They 
do not however, refuse to conform to 
the rule of society as it exists, or to 
obey the law as it stands. There is 
no reason therefore to think that they 
would decline to accept a scheme for 
the creation of a national army be- 
cause it was not based On what they 
believe to be the right principles. Tho 
declaration of Mr. Hyndman and Mr. 
Blotch ford and the production of Mr. 
Thome's citizen 'army 'scheme show 
that the Socialists are I alive to the 
demands of national defence, and fur- 
nish presumptive evidence or willing- 
ness on their part to accept whatever 
burden of military service the major- 
ity of their countrymen may decide 
to take up. Like the followers of 
Herr Rebel, our English Socialists aro 
prepared to put patriotism before poli- 
tics when the future of the race or 
the existence of the nation Is in 
danger. For that reason their Ideas 
as to how the national security can 
best be guaranteed deserve sympa- 
thetic consideration. 
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Beyond rill doubt the best thing 
that could have happened rot- Morocco 
(if not for Europe) would have been 
that years ago it should have been 
taken under a protectorate, whether 
British, French, Spanish, German or 
another. Governed for thirty years, 
as Egypt lias practically been, says 
the Standard; the country might have 
become n credit to Its Inhabitants; 
native, and foreign and a sourpe of 
wealth fo the world. The possibility 
has for ever passed away. While It 
Is agreed thai Prance and Spain have 
especial and peculiar. rlglitH In Mo- 
rocco — Spain owing- lo the proximity 
if its own shores and France because 
of its established' position In Algeria- 
all the other 'European Powers, great 
anil small, and Hie United Slates have 
acquired interests which cannot be 
expropriated. Conceivably at some 
future conference an arrangement 
could he worked out-under'whlch tho 
predominant Inlliience or France and 
Spain might In; consolidated in a 
more practicable shupe than under the 
Act of Algocirus. This in tho main 
is a prohibitive rather than an em- 
powering statute, and even at the time 
when it was being framed was re- 
presented only as a makeshift contri- 
vance for the avoidance ot a general 
war. But, the keen rivalry ' about 
Morocco is not explained by the un- 
developed, richness of Its soli or by 
its potentialities or commerce, Its 
geographical Inpprtanco us the key of 
the. Mediterranean is the primary con- 
sideration of the European statesmen. 
There is no Government so strong 
that It would be permitted, none ho 
wenk that It could be trusted, to 
enjoy possession of Its ports. Any 
Power that tries to rule the Moorish 
waters has to reckon with an over- 
whelming combination.

The future of the airship, says the 
Daily News, seems on the. whole rather 
less problematical than that of the 
Hying- machine.

Hut no 
one would core to deny that they may 
soon be used without much risk as 
lair weather air yachts, or that they 
can bo turned to account In war, for 
In war men are always willing to take 
Immense risks for it problematical re- 
sult, it is mi ironical commentary 

on our civilization that the possible 
use or the airship In war Is un- 
doubtedly what chiefly Interests the 
European nations tit this moment.

Tho arrangements for the shipment 
of British Columbia fruit to the 
autumn fairs of the old country have 
been completed, and the special car 
will leave Slcamous for Quebec en 
route for England October !). It will 
he In every sense of the .word a pro- 
vincial exhibit as shipments arc be- 
ing collected and forwarded from 
every part of tho province. 

The exhibits from the Victoria dis- 
trict will consist of apples and pears. 
The varieties of apples sent will in- 
clude Cox's Orange Pippin, Rtbstone 
Pippin, Blenheim Orange Pippin, King 
of Tomklns and Belle de Boskoop. Tho 
pears will bo of the Doyen de Comlso 
variety. All of these species nre high- 
ly prized In England so that good 
specimens of th-ese varieties will do 
more good than equally good speci- 
mens of kinds of fruit with which the 
public in England is loss familiar. 

R. II. Palmer, deputy minister of 
agriculture, goes in charge of tho ship- 
ment, which will be shown in nil tho 
principal shows In England. W. E. 
Scott, of Ganges Harbor, and a mem- 
ber of the board of horticulture for 
the islands district, will accompany 
him. Mr. Palmer expects to leave 
Victoria on the fifth or sixth of Oc- 
tober. 

The C.F.R. has shown every disposi- 
tion to assist the government in all 
possible ways In putting tho resources 
of British Columbia before the British 
public. It has provided a cold storage 
car free of charge which will be hitch- 
ed on to the express and taken across 
the continent in fast time. The car 
starts from Vancouver, where It will 
take on the first shipments. It leaves 
Vancouver on October 6 and from 
there proceeds to Okanngan landing 
and tlie lake ports, going from there 
to Slcamous where the remainder of 
Uie shipments will be assembled and 
loaded aboard. At Slcamous the cat- 
will be attached to the transcontinen- 
tal express train, and on October 9 
will start on its journey to Quebec In 
order to connect with the Empress of 
Ireland which leaves that port Octo- 
ber 16.

To secure for Victoria a new and 
up-to-late theatre worthy of the city 
and one which will afford accommo- 
dation to any theatrical .company how- 
over largo is the object of the, members 
of the Victoria Musical Society. Cir- 
culars signed A. O. Flumerfelt, pre- 
sident of the society, and George Phil- 
lips, director and treasurer, are now 
being sent out to all tho leading citi- 
zens of this city explaining the scheme 
and point out the necessity of Victoria 
possessing some more adequate theatre 
than tho present wholly inadequate 
0110 the seating and stage capacity 
of which la so limited that iirst class 
companies are averse to showing here. 

Arrangements have progressed so 
far that should the new theatre be 
built it can be leased to E. R. Rick- 
etts, present lessee of the Victoria 
theatre. Mr. RIcketts has promised 
to take a iifteen year term of tho 
new theatre at a rental which will 
pay a fair rato of interest on the 
capital Invested. The amount neces- 
sary to purchase the land and erect 
tho building, It is hoped to rise by 
popular subscription. Should the re- 
spond from the Victorians be suffici- 
ently generous a company will bo 
formed, the stock of which, it is hoped, 
will be readily taken up. The pro- 
moters of the idea have no doubt as 
to the feasibility of the scheme and 
all that is required is the support of 
tho public. A meeting will soon be 
held at whicli the preliminary details 
will bo discussed. The following cir- 
cular has been sent out explaining the 
idea of tile Victoria Musical Society

Probably in order to avoid posslblo 
disputes In remote districts, tho Gov- 
ernment has received a request from 
tho Imperial government to rescr 
a strip sixty feet Wide on the British 
Columbia side of the international 
boundary. The request comes from 
tho British Ambassador through tho 
Ottawa government, which has up- 
proved tile suggestion and has agreed 
to reserve a similar strip along tho 
boundary wherever tho public lands 
belong to the Dominion. The United 
States is doing the same thing, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt having Issued a pro- 
clamation declaring that all public 
lands for sixty feet on the American 
side of the line will In future bo re- 
served from sale, settlement or lease. 

Of course In ull cases where land 
has actually been alienated right up 
to tho boundary, the proprietors will 
not be disturbed, but np such grants 
will be made in the future. Mining 
locations, farms and so forth on the 
boundary line have in tho past proved 
to be a fruitful source of dispute, and 
not infrequently, owing to careless 
surveying, an owner has found out 
later that part of his possessions lie In 
the United States, or in Canada, as tho 
case may be, with the result that lie 
loses title to part of his land.

Only 
vulgar people mako distinctions about 
comparative callings in life. A good 
musician will not require any apologies 
for iiis presence anywhere or at any 
time and among honest people. To 
quote our contemporary's phrase, he 
will alwajs be "admitted to be a seri- 
ous man." — Tho Musical Times.

This matter has been brought to the 
attention of the council on previous 
occasions, but as yet nothing has been 
done, though In previous reports made 
by the city electrician, Matthew Hut- 
chinson, the necessity of an Increased 
capacity at the plant should additional 
lights be installed has been pointed 
out. 

Fifty of the new long-burning, en- 
closed type of lamp, which will sup- 
plant a like number of the old stylo 
lamps Installed here years ago, havo 
Just arrived in the city from the plant 
of tho Canadian General Electric com- 
pany, together with the necessary 
switchboard and transformers to oper- 
ate the lights. When theso latest ar- 
rivals are Installed there will be 200 
of the new style lamps out of a total 
of 350 lights now In commission. 

Tho new lamp will result In a great 
saving of labor besides giving a much 
greater light. They will require to be 
trimmed but once every eighty hours 
of burning in tho winter time, or once 
every five days, and in the summer 
months the work of trimming will have 
to be done but onco every two weeks. 
This will mean that where, under tho 
old system of lights, a trimmer could 
attend to but fifty or sixty lights, he 
can look after nearly 200 of the new 
style. As the lights will bo trimmed 
but onco every five days it often hap- 
pens that If, for any reason, the light 
refuses to work after being trimmed It 
generally remains out of commission 
for the five days, or until the trimmer 
makes his next round and as there is 
no means of the employees at tlie 
lighting plant becoming aware of the 
light being out it generally remains 
useless unless some citizen Interested 
notifies tho plant, a step which tho 
superintendent Is anxious shall be gen- 
erally adopted by the residents In the 
neighborhood of tho faulty light. 

At present the wire system as In- 
stalled by the city la practically com- 
plete, that Is lines aro now strung to 
practically every part of the city, 
though in tho outlying districts tho 
lights are very much further apart 
than down town. To Install additional 
lights will bo a very easy matter and 
ono which will not add much to the 
cost of the system so far as mainten- 
ance is concerned, but until some ad- 
dition -to the plant has been made In 
order to give tho required Increase In 
power no additional lights can bo 
placed In use. The system as now In- 
stalled Is capable of accommodating 
about threo times as many lights as 
aro now operated provided the neces- 
sary power were available. 

The growth of the city has been 
such that it has now exceeded tho ca- 
pacity of tho plant, but there is room 
for additional machinery at tiio plant 
to be operated, as the present machin- 
ery Is, by steam. The reason given 
lor not increasing the electric light- 
ing plant ero this was that tho council 
was waiting to seo what should bo 
done In tho matter of the water sup- 
ply as It was expected that in time 
there would bo obtalnablo sufficient 
water power to operate the lighting 
system. But tho time has now arrived 



ation the possibility of building 
theatre in Victoria, and have been in 
communication with Mr. E. It.

It must be obvious to all our mem- 
bers that the present building Is ab- 
solutely inadequate I to our require- 
ments.

Apart from our own' work, Mr. Pick- 
etts states that after the present sea- 
son great difficulty will be experienced 
in persuading the best theatrical com- 
panies to come here because of the 
small stage and limited seating cap- 
acity. 

The cost of a new building, Includ- 
ing land, is estimated nt $150,000, and 
It is proposed to make an endeavor 
to rise this amount by subscription 
among the theatre and concert goers. 
Mr. Rickotts Is prepared to enter Into 
a fifteen years' lease of the building 
at a rental which would pay a fair 
rate of interest on the capital invested. 

For the purpose of ascertaining 
whether or not Victorians would sup- 
port the Idea above referred to, you 
are asked to advise our Director and 
Treasurer, Mr. George Phillips, If you 
would favor such a plan, and should a 
company lie organized, would you bo 
willing to contribute by way of sub- 
scribing for a limited number of shares 
in such a company. If sufficient fnv- 
orable replies are received a meeting 
will be called to discuss the scheme.

Tho case of the Delta municipality 
vs. Wilson, which was peremptorily 
set for yesterday, was. adjourned until 
today owing to tho inability of Sir 
Hlbbert Tupper, K. c, to be present. 
This case has been before the courts 
for a long time, having been originally 
tried before Mr. Justice Martin. It 
was appealed and eventual I v reached 
the supreme court of Canada, when a 
new trial was ordered. Accordingly 
the enso was reheard by tho chief 
Justice about a year ago, when printed 
arguments were, by arrangement, put 
In. Some of tho counsel, however, 
wanted an oral argument and tho case 
has been adjourned from time to 
time until it was peremptorily set for 
yesterday, tlie adjournment of one day 
being granted on account of tho in- 
disposition of Sir Hlbbert. 

W. J. Taylor, K. C, represents the 
plaintiff municipality, which Is suing 
for rates levied under a dyking by- 
law. The claim is resisted on the 
ground that It Is really an irrigation 
scheme and that the defendant's land 
Is damaged rather than benefited by 
the Improvement. Joseph .Martin, K. 
C, and Sir Hlbbert Tupper, K. C, are 
for the defendant. Tlie outcome of 
the case is awaited with considerable 
Interest In Delta, as there are a num- 
ber of property holders whose action 
In regard to the levy will ho governed 
by tho result of the litigation. 

Tlie often adjourned Rp-ndol billiard 
appeal Is set for argument today, and 
It is expected that it will bo argued 
before the case of Delta vs. AVllson 
begins. 

In chambers yesterday the chief jus- 
tice granted the liquidator of tho 
Johnstone Fisheries, Ltd., leavo to ap- 
peal without prejudicing any proceed- 
ings taken by Lily Bros., the Seattlo 
firm, who obtained a judgment last 
summer In Vancouver before Mr. Jus- 
tico Martin. 

Tho usual order for directions was 
granted In the case of McCallum et ril. 
vs. Christie et al. Sidney Child for 
the plaintiff and Barnard Sc Robert- 
son for tho defendant. 

Mr. Child was also granted leave to 
ril o n, plan for a now subdivision on 
behalf of Hovereombe and Carlln.

The question of properly caring for 
and educating the reeule minded chil- 
dren of tlie province, and those suf- 
fering from usabilities making it ad- 
visable for thfem to attend the public 
schools, is a problem to which the, 
Hon. Dr. Young has been giving a 
good deal of thought- of late. The ob- 
vious solution would be the establish- 
ment of institutions for the care of 
such children in the prvince, but for- 
tunately there are not enough af- 
flicted little ones to warrant such a 
step Just now. At the same time there 
are several who are being taken care 
of at the expense of the province in 
Institutions 111 Winnipeg and Mont- 
real. 

An interesting communication on 
this subject lias been received by Dr. 
Young from R. W. McDermid, prin- 
cipal of the institution lor the deaf 
and dumb in Winnipeg, where tlie pro- 
vince is supporting several children. 
Mr. McDermid has given a great deal 
of thought to tlie subject, and he 
gives tlie result of his lucubrations 
in the form of a suggestion for the 
consideration of tlie government, a 
suggestion which lias probably also 
been placed before the other govern- 
ments to whom lie refers. 

He points out that the four western 
provinces havo not enough afflicted 
children, with tho exception of tho in- 
sane for whom provision is already 
made, to warrant each province start- 
ing a number of institutions for sucli 
purposes. For in tills connection it 
should be borne in mind that one In- 
stitution will not do. There aro very 
backward children, deaf and dumb 
children, feeble 'minded children, chil- 
dren suffering from incurable malu- 
dles and so forth. All of these classes, 
and others which might be enumer- 
ated, require separate treatment, and 
in the present stage of their popula- 
tion and development tno various pro- 
vinces cannot afford a multiplicity of 
such institutions, and tho suggestion 
is that the responsibility and expense 
bo divided. 

Mr. McDermid suggests that a joint 
commission be appointed by the four 
western provinces, witli instructions 
to enquire into the whole subject and 
to evolve a scheme whereby each pro- 
vince might found and maintain one 
of the necessary Institutions, to al! of 
whicli the afflicted children in each 
province might' have the right to go, 
according to each child's peculiar visi- 
tation. Thus tlie problem of taking 
care of the helpless little ones whose 
parents cannot afford tlie expense of 
sending them to expensive private In- 
stitutions or of providing costly skilled 
attendance nt homo, might bo solved 
until such time as the various pro- 
vinces are settled. It is recognized 
that somo plan for dealing with such 
Children must be evolved as in the 
public schools the special care and 
methods necessary for their training 
and education cannot bo obtained.

TRIED_RECIPES 

Sweet Potato Pudding. 

Peel, wash and grate a large raw 
potato. With one heaping cupful mix 
one quart of hot milk; boil for five 
minutes. Pour it slowly over four 
well-beaten eggs, add one heaping 
tablespoon of butter, cut in bits and 
turn Into buttered dish. Bake in a 
moderate oven until firm in tin: center 
and serve as a vegetable. For a 
dessert a half cupful of sugar and a 
few drops of vanilla may be added, 
and -the baked pudding served with 
a liquid foamy sauce. 

Take a pound or a pin t of hot boil 
sweet potato, pass it while hot through 
a sieve. To this add three-quarters 
of a pound of butter, one pound ot 
sugar and font- well-beaten eggs 
Flavor with the grated rind of a large 
lemon and a large wineglass of sherry 
Make a border of paste around a 
baking dish (no side or bottom crust), 
bake, and when done, sprinkle it with 
white sugar over the surface of the 
pudding. The quantity mentioned 
should make two medium-sized pud- 
dings. 

A Meat Roll. 

Take one small round steak, chop 
together one pint of bread-crumbs, a 
tablespoonful of beef suet, a little par- 
sley, season with cloves, salt, and 
popper; chop all line; spread on the 
.•-leak; roll it up and tie securely. 
Place in a stowpan with a cupful of 
cold stock; pieces of butter, stilt and 
pepper. Stew gradually one and a 
half hours. This is good either hot or 
cold. 

Richelieu, A Meat Dish. 

Chop enough cold cooked veal with, 
either a little pork or bacon lo make 
a pint dish full; add grated nutmeg, 
grated lemon'peel, a little chopped 
onion, and parsley; mix with same 
quantity of breadcrumbs as meat, add 
one egg beaten. Form It by putting 
In a dish. Bet it stand in the oven 
until it is heated through. Turn on a 

plater and servo with a mayonnaise 
sauce to which is added a little cold 
sloe!; anil more lemon juice than usual. 

Popovors. 

The great secret of successful pop- 
overs is to have the batter thin. Just 
as soon as you make a thick batter 
you have muffins instead of popovers. 
They should be bilked In heavy cups 
— the Scotch ware being the best. 
Without separating the whites and 
yolks, beat together two eggs and add 
to them one pint of milk. In another 
deep bowl put half a pint of Hour and 
a liberal dash of sail. Pour the eggs 
ami milk mixture into the Hour and 
salt, beating with great vigor all the. 
time you are slowly pouring It in. If 
the batter Is the least bit rough strain 
through a sieve to make perfectly 
smooth. PHI cups two-thirds full and 
buke In a very quick oven 



HERE AND THERE 



In speaking of modern fiction, a re- 
viewer lately said that many novel 
writers had forfeited the confidence of 
the public. Fur the sake of gain they 
have ministered to the taste of the 
most depraved of mankind and their 
work has been scattered broadcast, 
sowing the seeds of evil among those 
who had hitherto been innocent. This 
writer believes that llic time Is coming 
when a censorship of fiction wdll be 
necessary. To the shame of woman- 
hood It must be acknowledged that 
women are among the worst of these 
avaricious and conscienceless writers. 

For 'Hundreds of years Christian 
women of our race have been taught 
that there are subjects upon which 
reticence is necessary for the very 
preservation of their moral ilfe. The 
greatest' of our teachers, poets, 
historians and philosophers have ob- 
served this restraint. 

During these centuries the British 
race has achieved great victories 
both in peace and war. Her empire 
litis become world-wide. Her men 
have been wise and strong, her women 
pure and loving. There has been evil, 
but always in the struggle against it 
the good has been shown In all its 
beauty and on the whole it has pre- 
vailed. 

Hut in these days a new school of 
teachers has arisen. Its prophets de- 
clare that in order to combat evil it 
must be painted in all its deformity. 
There are to be 110 reservations, 
nothing is to be hidden. Among the 
converts to this theory are many 
mothers wdio have been led to believe 
that it Is necessary to tell their chil- 
dren many things that were carefully 
concealed from young people of a 
former generation till they had 
reached maturity. In several periodi- 
cals, intended especially for women, 
are carefully written articles in which 
such a course is advocated. Acting on 
their advice many women do violence 
to their natural Impulses in obedience 
to what they believe to be the de- 
mands of duty. Do these women re- 
member that the greatest of moral 
teachers made a little child the typo 
of the highest degree of character to 
which His followers could hope to at- 
tain, and that the greatest of rewards 
was promised to the pure in heart. It 
is not true, as often asserted, and as 
these teachers Imply, that there is 
widespread wickedness among children 
of either sex or that the youth of our 
land are corrupt. There are. bad boys 
and girls in every community, but 
against these the greatest safeguard 
during childhood is perfect innocence. 
There seems to be among children an 
intlutive perception of those to whom 
they may or may not communicate 
what they know of wrong. The pa- 
rents who are careful that in their 
own homes the children see and heat 
nothing but what is pure and elevating 
need; not fear that in the schoolroom 
they will become corrupted. This is 
not a pleasant subject to write about, 
but the persistence With which, in 
these days, especially In the United 
States, articles are printed advocating 
the Imparting to children of knowl- 
edge totally unfitted for their age, 
makes it seem as if it were a duty 
not to be neglected. Bet the little ones 
feed their Imaginations on the fairy 
lore that is so rich a heritage from 
the past; let them spend much of their 
time amid the beauties of nature; lead 
them as they grow older to love what 
Is good and true and noble in the lives 
id' the great men and women of our 
own anil of past thins make them fa- 
miliar with the teachings of what is, 
so far as we know, the highest sys- 
tem of ethics ever taught — the Sermon 
on the Mount— and the life of Him 
who spoke those words, and there will 
be no need to give to the children the 
bitter fruit of the knowledge of good 
and evil.

The very small 
number of such cases to be seen In 
our own beautiful city is a cause of 
congratulation.

"Are we really on the right track 
in the methods that we are adopting 
in the light against consumption'.'" 
was the question put by a reporter of 
the Montreal Witness to Dr. Koch, 
during bis late visit to that city. 

His reply was that we were — to a 
certain extent. But the ultimate 
triumph in the war against tuber- 
culosis wdll not be in the multiplica- 
tion of sanatoria, he thinks. Sanatoria 
will not carry us any farther on In 
the light than we are at present. And 
why? Because, lie says, the great de- 
fect In sanatoria is that they only 
benefit certain localities. The light 
against consumption is not merely a 
local one. it is not merely national, it 
is international. 

What, then, is to be the next step 
forward in the light? 

Dr. Koch's reply is a hint that we 
are on the, eve of new discoveries in 
tuberculosis. Research work must go 
forward — and will go forward. New 
researches are even now under way. 
For these reasons he hails with glad- 
ness the fact that .Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie lias now made it possible to pur- 
sue these investigations to the utmost 
limit by munificently endowing the 
Robert Koch Institute for Tuberculosis 
in Berlin. 

"In that institution." said Dr. Koch, 
"investigations will be made which will 
open now fields, new theories, new 
modes and possibilities of lighting the 
old enemy, tuberculosis. It will be an 
international affair, benefiting all man- 
kind." 
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There are fhany things In a school 
system which cannot be shown in an 
exhibition, but what was displayed at 
the recent exhibition was in the high- 
est degree creditable, both to scholars 
and teachers. No one who saw the 
color work, the sewing, in the work of 
the manual training school or the do- 
mestic science exhibit will believe thai' 
any boy or girl in Victoria will In the 
years to come look upon manual labor 
as in any way beneath the dignity of 
the most cultured man or woman. This 
in Itself is a most valuable lesson. J11 
our new country the greater part of 
the work must be done by skilful 
hands and strong bodies. livery where 
the country Is waiting for Intelligent 
and capable laborers. In the forests, 
in the mines and on the farms work- 
ers are wanted. On this Island, before 
another generation has passed, there 
may be many Industries. It is a great 
thing that while tin.' future men and 
women of British Columbia are filling 
their minds with food tor thought they 
are, at the same time, acquiring a 
rudimentary knowledge of design and 
are learning to use tools. 

The manual training teachers do not 
try to make carpenters of the boys 
who so skilfully showed their ability "to 
make the various articles prescribed In 
their course, during exhibition week, 
but they do teach them how to use 
their brains, their eyes and their 
hands. Whatever occupation these 
boys may enter upon In after life, this 
training will stand them in good stead, 
liven should many of them make their 
livelihood In callings not requiring me- 
chanical skill they will find the ability 
to make things a source of profit anil 
pleasure In their homes. That in the 
short course the lads have been able 
to do so much shown Hie advisability 
of extending it. Those boys who show 
special mechanical ability ought to 
have the opportunity of going on with 
their work. Many boys who now leave 
school as soon as they have gained 
their entrance certificate would remain 
at school if a course could bo devised 
in which they could gain a knowledge 
of sonic trade while they were com- 
pleting their studies In language or 
mathematics, We have now a com- 
mercial course. Will It not be possible 
in tlie near future for those who de- 
sire to do so to obtain a technical edu- 
cation? 



Among the women's societies of Se- 
attle is one which has for its benevo- 
lent object the care and tlie cure of de- 
formed children- These ladles have 
enlisted the help of the children of 
the public schools who arc to deny 
themselves some little luxury In order 
to help the afflicted little ones. Al- 
ready sixty-eight cases have been 
treated In (he Orthopedic hospital, as 
this Institution Is called. All of these 
fire under fifteen, no older persons be- 
ing admitted. The churches and the 



Michael is spoken of five times In the 
Bible, three times In the Book of 
Daniel, where ho Is represented as 
lighting for the Jewish church against 
Persia, and twice in the New Testa- 
ment, In Judo 9th, and in the well 
known passage in Revelations. It is 
this passage which forms the ground- 
work for Milton's sublime poem of 
Paradise Bost. As a religious festival 
tlie day is still observed on the 29th 
of September, both in the Roman 
Catholic church and in the Church of 
England. 

From the middle ages the day has 
been observed in England as the time 
for electing civil magistrates, and it 
is still one of the four days In the 
year (quarter days) upon which rents 
are paid. It was probably from this 
fact that the custom of having a gooso 
for dinner, still kept in England, arose. 
The tenant who brought his quarter's 
rent was accustomed to bring with it 
a fat goose. A writer of the sixteenth 
century says: 

"And when the tenants come to pay 

their quarter's rent, 
They bring some fowl at midsummer, 

a dish of fish in Bent, 
At Christmas a capon, at Michaelma3 
a goose, 

And Somewhat else at New Year's tide 
for fear their lease fly loose." 
And a generation later we find the 
tenants themselves were accustomed 
to partake of the same rich dish as 
landlords, though not without misgiv- 
ings as the rhyme shows: 
"Yet my wife would persuade (as I am 
n sinner) 

To have a fat goose on St. Michael's 

for dinner; 
And then all the year round, I pray 

you would mind It, 
I shall not want money — oh, grant I 
may find it." 

On the Michaelmas election clays it 
was formerly the custom in Kidder- 
minster to have a lawless hour, when 
from every house apples were flung at 
the bailiff and In the west of England 
the country maidens were accustomed 
to gather crabapples and form the in- 
itials of their suitors 011 the floor of 
an empty room. He whose initials 
were most perfect twelve days after 
on Old Michaelmas day was supposed 
to he the one on whom her choice was 
to fall. 

Macauley says [hat In the west of 
Scotland "it was, till of late, an uni- 
versal custom among the islanders 011 
I Michaelmas day to prepare In every 
I family, a loaf of cake or bread, enor- 
mously large, and compounded of dif- 
ferent ingredients. This cake belonged 
to tlie archangel and had its name 
from him. Everyone in each family, 
whether strangers or domestics, had 
his portion of this kind of shew-bread, 
and had, of course, some title to the 
friendship and protection of St. 
Michael. In Ireland a sheep was killed 
In every family that could afford one, 
and It was ordained that part should 
be given to the pool." 

There is an interesting story con- 
nected with the custom of having a 
goose for dinner on .Michaelmas day, 
which Is thus related by an old writer: 
Queen Elizabeth "being on her way 
to Tilbury Fort the 29th September, 
ir,SS, she is alleged to have dined with 
Sir Neville Humfreville, at his seat 
near that place, and to have partaken, 
of a goose, which the knight knowing 
her taste for high-seasoned dishes, 
had provided, that after her dinner she 
drank a half-pint bumper of Burgun- 
dy to the destruction of the Spanish 
armada; soon after which she received 
the joyful tidings that her wishes had 
been fulfilled, Being delighted 
the event she commemorated tlie day 
annually by having a goose for dinner. 
In Imitation of Sir Neville's entertain- 
ment, This story, like many otherM 
current about great people, need not 
be accepted as -history. 



OF INTEREST TO WOMEN 



The widowed Grand Duchess Serge, 
childless herself, has devoted her life 
to the supervision and upbringing of 
the two motherless choldren of her 
brother-in-law, the Grand Duke Paul. 
The Grand Duchess Serge was Eliza- 
beth Feodorovna, one of the sisters of 
the Empress of Russia, the daughters, 
as need hardly be suld, of the late 
Princess Alice, sister of King Edward. 
It was on Feb. 17, 1905, that the Grand 
Duke Serge, one of the Czar's uncles, 
met his death at tlie assassin's hand 
at Moscow. This granddaughter of 
Queen Victoria was married to the ill- 
fated Grand Duko in 1884, when Hho 
was just twenty and has been for 
many years one of the most distin- 
guished figures at the Russian and 
continental courts. Something of the 
sweet expression which characterized 
her mother is seen in the face of the 
Grand Duchess Elizabeth, who in 
thought and speech may be placed in 
the ever- increasing ranks of those 
women who claim the right to think 
for themselves. 

Franco Is not the only country with 
a falling birth-rate. The lion. J. A. 
Millar, the minister of labor in Now 
Zealand, has been calling attention to 
tlie "staggering .statistics" oil this 
subject In that part of the empire; 
The New Zealand birth rate has fallen 
from 41 per thousand in 18S0 to L'T 
last year. The reduction of the at- 
tendance at their schools is very not- 
iceable. It Is feared that New Zea- 
land's industries, Instead of expand- 
ing, will shrink and disappear If the 
population is not maintained. 

While in America societies are be- 
ing formed for tlie suppression of 
street noises, Paris has added ano- 
ther to the terror of tlie streets. It 
is a now form of bicycle alarm. It 
consists of a sort of miniature tam- 
bourine, which Is struck by a small 
wooden hammer operated by contact 
with the spokes of the front wheel. 
It Is certainly effective, but the noise 
is said to be enough to revivify a cad- 
aver, There is a great demand for the 
new alarm.

Mrs. William Keith, president of the 
Berkeley (Cal.) P. E. club, occupied 
the pulpit of, a church for a first time 
a few weeks ago, and for the first 
time In Its history, the Bethany Con- 
gregational church had a sermon de- 
livered by a woman. The subject of 
Mrs. Keith's discourse was the "Ethics 
of Woman Suffrage." For some time 
past the suffragists, led by Mrs. Keith, 
have been trying to induce the 
churches of Berkeley to espouse their 
cause, with the result that five min- 
isters have devoted their evening ser- 
mons to discussing the subject. When 
It came the turn of the pastor of Be- 
thany he asked Mrs. Keith why she 
didn't speak for the cause herself. 
She very promptly accepted his invita- 
tion and In her speech is said to have 
answered to the satisfaction of her 
audience the two questions, "What 
has the pulpit to do with woman suf- 
frage?" and "Have the Bible and reli- 
gion anything to do with it?"

The home dressmaker is always dis- 
couraged when it conies to hemming 
a plaited shirt. The plaits, for some 
unknown reason, take It into their 
heads to hang at different lengths, so 
that the foot line when finished is 
bound to be uneven. The best way 
to secure an even edge Is to baste the 
plaits full length after the seams have 
been stitched and the bands sewed 
and tlie hooks and eyes put on. Then 
turn up the hem as in a plain gored 
skirt and press. After removing the 
bastings turn the hem in the single 
material according lo the crease first 
made. A skirt turned up In this way 
may easily have the braid sewed on 
before the hem is stitched. This does 
away with all heard work and extra 
pinning. 

q A fashionable evening waist can bo 
made of soft black satin, with an 
abundance of net trimmings. Tlie 
bodice portion should be a surplice 
very much the shape of a corset, with 
comparatively Utile fullness at the. 
front or back. The very deep yoke 
should he of finest black net, tucked 
and finished with an extremely high 
collar. Sleeves should be made with 
one row of gathers along the inside 
scam from the waist to the bend of tilo 
upper arm and the triple ruffle or 
shirred effect upon the top of tho 
sleeve will bo needed to make tho 
sleeve ruffle the entire length. It 
should lit closely. The next consider- 
ation Is a suitable trimming to cover 
the dividing line of satin, and net 
This can be found in an applique of 
line black satin flowers upon net. it 
should be arranged that a cascade of 
net can extend from the yoke to tho 
waist lino, where it is covered with 
a girdle or belt.

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Executive Propose That Por- 
tion of Oak Bay Park Be 
Utilized 



THE TERMS ARE MODERATE 



If Members Agree Courts 
Be Laid During the 
Winter 



That portion of Oak Bay park, situ- 
ated at the extreme southern end, may 
be leased by the Victoria Tennis club 
from the B. C. Electric Railway com- 
pany ami converted into tennis courts, 
croquet and bowling greens. A proposi- 
tion lias been obtained from the man- 
agement of the Tramway company 
which Is favorably considered by the 
executive of the club, and which will 
he submitted for the consideration of 
its members at an early date. It is 
believed that the Bcheme will be ac- 
cepted, in which event it is intended 
that the improvements contemplated 
will he commenced without delay in 
order that the turf may he In condition 
for play early next your. 

Secretary's Statement. 

Seen last evening, W. Blakemore, 
Bceretary of the club, made a state- 
ment as follows: 

Tomorrow a circular will be sent 
every member of the Victoria Lawn 
Tennis club outlining the details of a 
scheme which lias been worked out by 
the committee in consultation witli 
representatives of the P.. C. Electric 
Railway, company, and they will be 
asked to vote cither for or against the 
proposal. 

'The project is to lease from the B. 
C. E. R. some three and a half acres, 
located at the south end of Oak Bay 
park, for a period of ten years, the 
rental to be fixed at the- nominal sum 
of $1 per annum. The club, according 
to the proposed agreement, will under- 
take to spend a sum of not loss than 
$3,000 In laying out tennis courts, cro- 
quet and bowling greens and in the 
construction of a suitable club pavilion 
in addition to pining the rates and 
taxes. 

"Further, It is provided that the club 
secures an option to purchase out- 
right at any time within ten years at 
a price to he mutually agreed upon. 

"The executive commltteee has met 
and endorsed the project, subject to 
the approval or the club, it is their 
intention, If- the result of the appeal 
is successful, to dispose of the present 
Belcher street grounds and devote the 
proceeds to the laying out. of the new 
ones. 

"The commlteee will meet again a 
week from date to consider the replies 
and thereafter an agreement can ho 
executed which will place them In pos- 
session at once. It is the Intention to 
lay down the new courts before the 
winter. 

"An important feature of the scheme 
is that the club contemplates extend- 
ing its scope to accommodate those 
who play croquet and bowls, it is to 
he hoped that the result will be a largo 
accession to the membership and in- 
creased financial support. Tin.- new- 
grounds are wi ll enclosed with a bir.li 
board fence and are within four min- 
utes' walk of the street car terminus. 

The secretary went on tn state tnat. 
in his opinion, the project was the best 
that was available at the present, time. 
Inasmuch as it was Imperative that 
immediate action bo Ikcn, the Belcher 
street courts being inadequate, that 
was the only course open. He thought 
that the grounds referred to could he 
made into the finest in the Northwest. 
The only possible object was that they 
were farther from the centre of the 
city. But 'that criticism waft largely 
nullified by the fact that they were in 
such close touch with the Oak Bay 
branch of the traipway system. He 
believed that Cthe proposition would be 
endorsed .and thai (he executive would 
he enabled to prosecute their plans 
with such despatch thai the courts, 
bo'th for tennis and llie other pastimes 
mentioned, would be ready for play 
first time in the spring of 1 900.

Ammunition ivaa much in 
demand, while the shotguns for hire 
were practically all spoken for early 
la the forenoon. 

Which districts are deemed best for 
shooters is doubtful as some favor one 
and others another. There is 110 ques- 
tion, however, that the Saanich pe- 
ninsula and the Cowlchan valley will 

attract the majority of those who go 
after the pheasants. But these resorts 
will not be as much frequented as oth- 
ers because they are somewhat thickly 
populated and for the most part the 
farmers object to having their crops 
trampled anil their fence? injured by 
sportsmen from the city. As the,

success has been far greater than the 
most .sanguine anticipated. 

Among the most recent acquisitions 
In the line of lacrosse players are the 
Campbell Bros. There are three of 
these boys and all hail from eastern 
Canada, having come west in short 
stages, spending some time in the 
prairie provinces. The president got 
in touch with one of the Campbell 
family, interested him in Victoria, se- 
cured him a position, and, as a result, 
he has- arrived and taken up his resi- 
dence here permanently. Then his two 
brothers followed fo that Victoria now 
is in possession of an additional trio 
of men. who are, according to report, 
in a class which would enable them 
to obtain and hold positions on the 
fastest of the twelves of eastern Can- 
ada. 

Whether the accounts of their 
prowess may be accepted as they are 
told or not the fact remains that the 
newcomers look as though they could 
"make good." Physically they are stal- 
wart, and certainly they are enthusi- 
astic devotees of the game. Their 
only regret is that they were not here 
in time for this season's light for the 
championship, but they give their as- 
surance that In the spring they will 
be out bright and early for the pur- 
pose of assisting in the work of weld- 
ing together a local aggregation suf- 
ficiently strong to cope with the cele- 
brated New Westminster bunch and 
the scarcely less renowned stick hand- 
lers of Vancouver. 

However, it is not President Mac- 
guru's intention to let the matter drop 
with the .securing the services of the 
Campbells. He has other good men in 
view who are desirous of coming to 
this city. All tire amateurs anxious 
to obtain permanent employment, and 
willing in that event to play with the 
home club for the sake of 'the sport. 
Professional players are tabu. The ex- 
perience of A r ictoria in the past with 
that class has been a lesson. 

The policy, President .Macgurn said, 
was to encourage amateurs to make 
their homes here and to become afnll- 
nted with thn team. The more of that 
kind secured the belter and the 
brighter the prospect of building up a 
winning aggregation. The work would 
be continued throughout the winter, 
and, without a doubt, by the time the 
next series opened Victoria would be 
In a position tc put a first class twelve 
In the running. 

Meanwhile the projected improve- 
ment to the Royal Athletic grounds 
will be proceeded with. In the course 
of a month or more the area will be 
ploughed, levelled and turf laid, which, 
by the lime the grounds were needed! 
would be solid and, it is thought, will 
make as line an athletic centre as is 
to b< found in the northwest. 



AMERICAN TENNIS 
TEAM COMING HERE 

U, S. Expert Knights of .Rac- 
. quet May Visit Victoria En 
Route to Australia 



Information lias been received by 
members of the Victoria Tennis club 
that Messrs. Wright, Larned, and other 
American tennis playere, forming the 
party which will go to Australia for 
the purpose of meeting the world'u 
champion in an effort to regain the 
Davis cup and of competing in . other 
tournaments in tlio Antipodes, will 
pass through Victoria en route. This 
news la most gratifying and already 
steps have been taken which, it is 
thought, may lead to the inauguration 
of some exhibition games while the 
American experts arc '.n. the ejty. 

A communication has been forward- 
ed to the proper quarters and It is 
considered altogether likely that 
Messrs. Lnrned, Wright, ct al, will not 
object to one or two matches while 
hero awaiting the departure of the. 
Australian steamer in order that they 
may keep "their hand in." At any 
rate, local enthusiasts intend doing 
everything in their power to Induce 
them to make a brief' sojourn for that 
purpose in which event Victorians 
have In store a rare treat. 

While there is a possibility that the 
weather a few weeks hence may not 
bo such as to encourage the playing 
of tennis it Is pointed out that often- 
times it remains line enough for in- 
dulgence in that pastime until late in 
the fall. That is a chance', however, 
which must be taken and, meanwhile, 
in order that nothing untoward may 
interfere with the contemplated games 
should the champions visit the city, 
it is proposed to keep the Belcher 
street courts in the best possible con- 
dition. 

Californian Hera 

A prominent California tennis plaver, 
J. McSwain, of Oakland, is in the city. 
He arrived several days ago and, al- 
ready, has had the pleasure of trying 
conclusions with B. P. Schwengers, the 
champion of British Columbia. After 
the contest he expressed himself sur- 
prised at the efllclenpy displayed by 
Victoria's stalwart expert. He advised 
him to go south, asserting that it was 
a shame that be should "hide his light 
under a bushel." There was no doubt, 
Mr. McSwain said, that Mr. Schwen- 
gers would bo able to defeat the best 
of California with the possible excep- 
tion of Mesrs. Long and McLaughlin. 
Ills success against the latter expon- 
ents would depend entirely on his abil- 
ity on the comparatively hard clay 
courts used in that state. Mr. Mc 
Swain, is a man of considerable ex 
perience and possessing a deep insight 
into the intricacies of lawn tennis, and 
his opinion is accepted as one carry 
ing weight. lie Is deemed one of the 
linest players of California and in sev 
eral tournaments, with Miss Ilotchkiss 
as partner, carried off high honors 
In all probability the Californian will 
remain here, several days and it is 
likely that he will meet Mr. Schwen- 
gers on the courts again before his de- 
parture.' 

Who was responsible for the dis- 
graceful exhibition which occurred in 
connection with the recent Westmin- 
ster-Vancouver lacrosse game? Vic- 
torians who were present appear to 
think that the Royal City players and 
their adherents were largely to blame. 
They state that the accident which 
started the trouble was one which is 
likely to occur in any match, that the 
Westminster man was hit In an at- 
tempt to dodge a fair check, and that 
there was no occasion for such an out- 
burst of feeling as took place. If such 
is the case the club which holds the 
World's championship lias thrown It- 
self open to severe censure and the 
crowd which surged in the ground was 
guilty of precipitating a scene alto- 
gether unwarranted and one which 
will have a damaging affect on the 
popularity of the Canadian National 
game throughout the west. Naturally 
the New AYestminster people are proud 
of their players but they shouldn't 
carry that sentiment too f.ar. In any 
athletic pastime accidents are likely 
to occur, and. when going on the field, 
even the boys who went east and so 
distinguished themselves, may be hurt 
If such a thing occurs as a result of 
an Infraction of the rules the referee 
is there to mete out justice, but. if 
the happening is the outcome of pure 
accident, let the player accept his 
bruises as a sportsman should.

Steamer Fast on Rocks at 
jyiarrett Point, Pender Is- 
land, at High Water 



SALVAGE STEAMERS AIDING 



Wireless Gives News of Acci- 
dent and Results in Aid Be- 
ll. . ing Quickly -Given 



"When the steamer Humboldt from 
Seattle for Skafrway stranded un Mar- 
ret Point. Pender island, when enter- 
ing Active Pass during (hick fog 
yesterday at 4.40 a.m., and her pas- 
sengers were awakened by the shook 
of the impact and sent scurrying on 
deck to l'.nd the stem among the trees 
and the hull tilted with * list to star- 
board hanging on the rooks in a little 
rove, the value of wireless telegraphy 

was. effectively shown, A year ago 
tlie steamer would have waited long 
for assistance, until some wayfarer 
looked through the clearing fog from 
;i faraway beach and made his way to 
the nearest telegraph office to report 
indefinitely that ".some steamer looked 
as if she was ashore In Active Pass," 
or a passing steamer made out her 
distress signals and ultimately reported 
the accident on arrival at her next 
port of call. With wireless telegraphy 
the aid is quickly summoned. When 
the Humboldt which had a good com- 
plement of passengers and much 
freight for Skagvvay and southeastern 
Alaska ports on board struck In the 
log of early morning the Masslo wire- 
less telegraphic expert on board at 
once sent out the wireless distress call 
and waited, repeating the message 
forced out into the night, until an 
answering call came. The steamer 
Iroquois, bound from Seattle to Van- 
couver heard the distress signal. The 
United wireless operator on the In-r 
ternatlonal company's steamer sitting 
in at his instrument heard the signals 
and he passed on the distress cry by 
Hertzian waves that other listeners 
might hear and send aid. Sir. E. J. 
Haughton, superintendent of the Do- 
minion government wireless stations 
in British Columbia, who was "sitting 
in" earlier than usual at his Instru- 
ment on Gonzales hill, heard the mes- 
sage from the air, announcing "Wreck, 
wreck, wreck," and he tapped out an 
enquiry which the operator on the 
Iroquois answered with the informa- 
tion that the steamer Humboldt was 
ashore and needed assistance. "Where 
is she?" asked Mr. Haughton. "On 
Slarret Point, Pender island, and she 
is fast," replied the Iroquois; "can 
you send assistance?" 

A few minutes afterward, at 7.110 

a. m., Mi'. Haughton was in telephonic 
Communication with Mr. Bullen, of the 
British Columbia Salvage company, 
and word was also sent to the Puget 
Sound Tugboat company. At Esqui- 
malt the steamer Salvor was quickly 
made ready and she left with a scow, 
salvage pumps and a wrecking crew, 
and the tug Borne -steamed away at 
lull speed from the outer wharf. 
Meanwhile the wireless telegraph 
operator on the fishing steamer Edith 
had heard the wireless distress call, 
and came alongside, taking off the 
passengers who were transferred 
■without difficulty and proceeded to 
Port Townsend. 

With the passengers relieved the 
crew at once began to lighten the 
steamer, which was full of water for- 
ward. The englncroom bulkhead held 
taut, however, and although the for- 
v.ard compartment was completely 
l|oodcd the engineroom section and 
after part remained free of water. The 
steamer's pumps were connected for- 
ward and kept engaged, the water 
being kept down well. The cargo was 
discharged on the rocks from the for- 
ward section, the work being hurried 
in the effort to lighten tin- stranded 
Vessel. She rested easy, fast by the 

b. ow and swung with her starboard 
sjde to the shore, tilted at a small 
angle, and the after part of the steam- 
er was water borne, 

•When the Amur, which reached port 
yesterday morning from Queen Char- 
lotte island, passed the stranded ves- 
sel about 7.30 a.m. the fishing steamer 
Edith was alongside engaged in trans- 
ferring the passengers, A boat came 
off and Capt. Locke asked if any as- 
sistance could he given. The reply 
was that salvage steamers were com- 
ing from Victoria and the Edith was 
taking all the passengers. The Hum- 
boldt seemed to have her bow well up 
in the trees then. She had made her 
way into a little cove In the fog and 
was close to the shoreline with her 
starboard side when she struck by the 
bow. The Amur proceeded on her 
way, and passed the tug Lome steam- 
ing to the scene. About an hour af- 
terwards the Salvor, with a scow to 
bo used in lightening the cargo was 
also passed, bound to the scene. 

■ The tug Lome arrived shortly he- 
fore noon and was standing by wait- 
ing for high water when the latter 
arrived about :i p.m. The scow from 
the salvage vessel was taken along- 
side and further cargo lightered on it. 
N'o attempt was made to float the 
steamer until high water when Capt. 
Baughman eonlid-mtly expected his 
vessel- would come off. 

Dangerous List 
(By Wireless) 

: Steamer Humboldt, I a.m. — No at- 
tempt was made to lloat tin! steamer 
last night. The Salvor and Maude are 
both standing by, the Maude being 
alongside assisting in lightening the 
cargo. In consequence of the extreme 
low tide, there being .an unusually long 
run out of over 11 feet last night, It 
was not considered safe for anyone 
to slay on board the steamer. Her 
Officers, fearing that the steamer might 
list over, ordered everyone off her last 
night. The salvage vessels will at- 
tempt lo lloat the' vessel at high water 
this morning.

MAURETAN IA NOT DAMAGED 

Reports of Injuries Wrought to Big 
Cunard Liner Were Much 
Exaggerated 



The Cunard line lias issued a .state- 
ment denying the exaggerated reports 
from X'ew York of serious damage 
sustained by the Mauretanla in an At- 
lantic gale. Vernon H. Brom, the 
New York agent, said: "Thursday, 
the 17th Inst., one blade of the star- 
board L.P. I propeller of the Maure- 
tanla was lost. This caused some 
vibration for a few seconds until the 
engine driving that propeller .could 
be stopped, but the vibration was not 
severe and there was no panic among 
the passengers, 'flier,,, was no injury 
whatever to the ship, excepting that 
the propeller blade was lost; nothing 
was displaced or broken and no one 
was injured. When the ship reached 
port, however, for some inexplicable 
reason, statements appeared in vari- 
ous papers which had no foundation 
whatever, one paper going so far as 
to publish what purported to be dia- 
grams of injuries to the hull of the 
ship, when the fact was that there 
was no Injury or so much as a scratch 
mi the hull. A mere exaggeration in 
an account of such occurrence would 
not require any notice on the part of 
the Cunard company but the state- 
ments in this case made by some of 
the papers have no foundation what- 
ever of fact, and, if credited, would bo 
so misleading to the traveling public 
that the company has folt compelled 
to commence an action for libel 
against' one of the papers and will 
probably Institute other actions un- 
less full retractions are made. Vari- 
ous passengers who arrived by the 
.Mauretanla have felt that these pub- 
lications were so much of an outrage 
that they have voluntarily called at 
tho office of the company to offer 
their testimony as to tho falsity of 
the statements referred to."

EMIGRATION FRAUDS 

HAVE BEEN DISCOVERED 



Japanese Immigrants Found to Have 
Been Using Fraudulent Passports 
to Enter Canada 



Emigration frauds whereby Japanese 
coolies have been entering the Do- 
minion at Victoria and Vancouver and 
also United States points by present- 
ing fraudulent passports, have been 
discovered and an Investigation or- 
dered by the Japanese foreign office, is 
being conducted at Toylo by Mr. Ha- 
glwara, director of the commercial bu- 
reau of the foreign office, lie has ad- 
dressed instructions to tlie governors 
of Kanagawa, Hyogo, Nagasaki and 
Fukuoko prefectures, in which the 
chief ports of Japan 'are located, warn- 
ing them of the illegal practice' of 
Japanese immigrants' in securing the 
passports of other Japanese from 
abroad and securing permission to 
leave Japan and entry into foreign 
countries by the use of these fraudu- 
lent passports. The system -adopted 
has been for Japanese laborers desir- 
ous of coming here to write to their 
friends already here, asking that the 
passports possessed by them be mailed 
back to the friend in Japan, or certifi- 
cates Issues by Japanese consuls are 
secured for Japanese assumed to be in 
Canada or the United Slates, author- 
izing them to return, and these aro 
given over to newcomers by the hom- 
ing Japanese. The holders of the cer- 
tificates then claim they arc returning 
to the country designated in them, and 
apply to the prefectnral governors for 
renewal of their passports, 



KEEL BLOCKS LAID 

FOR GIGANTIC LINERS 

Big Olympic and Hellenic Will Be Able 
to Carry Dead Weight of 
75,000 Tons 



llarland & Wolff of Belfast have 
laid the keel blocks which are to sup- 
port the massive stem of the first of 
the new White Star liners, to be 
named the Olympic, tlie displacement 
of which will closely approach tio.ooo 
tons. Piling opertaions are in rapid 
progress on both of the new 1,000-foot 
ships, and when these aro completed 
each will be capable of bearing a dead 
weight of 75,000 tons. The cost of the 
two new vessels, tho Olympic and 
Helcnic, will approximately be £3,500,- 
000, while they will be so much larger I 
than the big Cunurders Lusitaniu audi 
Mauretanla they will he far slower, ' 
their speed being about 21 knots. 

There is a good deal of satisfaction 
at the Allan line offices over the fine 
steaming of the Victorian and the Vir- 
ginian on recent voyages. The Vic- 
torian has done 1S.27 knots for the 
whole voyage from port to port, and 
the Virginian has made a record home- 
ward run of 5 days 8 hours. Tlie route 
Is, of course, shorter than the Cunard 
route to New York, and this, with tho 
steadily Increasing speed of the boats 
makes the land to land voyage only n 
very little longer than that, of the 25- 
knot steamers. It Is well known that 
the Allan line, like the Cunard line, 
has been experimenting extensively 
with different typos of propellers, so 
as to arrive at a form suitable for tur- 
bine machinery. Their boats, however, 
were the earliest turbines on the At- 
lantic service, and their experiments 
have In consequence been lnore pro- 
longed than those of the Cunard cuiii- 
pany.

"tsesday, 



AMUR RETURNS WITH 

MARKS OF COLLISION 



Twisted Stem Shows Whero Blow Was 
Struck — Brought Rich Ore From 
Queen Charlottes 



With her stem twisted In conse- 
quence of her collision with the 
steamer Vadso in the vicinity of Hart- 
ley bay, and with her hull damaged 
as a result of striking a pinnacle of 
rock off Locke Harbor, Queen Char- 
lotte islands, the steamer Amur 
reached the outer wharf yesterday, and 
after discharging her cargo of salmon 
proceeded to ICsquirnalt to be hauled 
out on tho ways" of the B. C. Marine 
Hallway company for repairs. Capt. 
Locke and officers of the Amur were 
unwilling to discuss. the collision with 
the Vadso; '! 

Speaking of the stranding off Locke 
Harbor they saifl the night was very 
dark and the > .shoreline strongly 
sluulowed. The paint of rock, although 
unchartered, was known, and it was 
thought the steamer was further from 
It. There is deep water all about it. 
Tho steamer was going very slow and 
backed off at once after striking. 
When at Ikeda bay the following day 
a Japanese diver went underneath the. 
vessel and reported that the injuries 
received were slight. Tho damage 
sustained to the stem and bow plates 
by reason of the collision with the 
Vadso will prove more expensive to 
repair.' Temporary repairs will be ef- 
fected and the steamer will sail for the 
north tomorrow night on time. 

The Amur brought 3G passengers 
from' the north and a cargo including 
some big salmon shipments. At Van- 
couver 3,2-11 cases from Inverness 
cannery and 1.G75 cases from the; Bal- 
moral cannery were landed ami 3,644 
cases were landed at the outer wharf. 

Some of the richest ore brought 
from tin- north for sonic time was 
brought by the Amur. -This was a ship- 
ment of 15 tons valued tit $1,000 per. 
ton. The. ore was brought from Major 
Newbery's mine at Gold harbor on tho 
west coast of the Queen Charlotte is- 
lands by the steamer Banger, of Sklde 
gate. 



The steamboat rivalry for the traf- 
fic between Bremerton and Seattle 
practically ended yesterday, When the 
Port Blakeley company, operating the 
steamer Montlcollo, began making 
threo round trips a day, stopping at 
Charleston and Port Orchard. The 
Montlcello formerly made six round 
trips dally. Tho Port Orchard route 
is operating three bouts oh the Seattle- 
Bremerton run.

ARE ALL ENGAGED 



Grain Chartering Has Been Active 
During Past Week — Ships Ex- 
pect Engagements 



Tho charter of the last of the fleet 
of non-union ships on the Xorth Pa- 
cilln has been announced and with 
the warehouses of the loading ports 
rapidly filling with grain It Is ex- 
pected the announcement will be made 
in a few days of tl><; "charter of some 
of the union ships., The rate paid the 
non-union vessels ranges to 'Jti shil- 



lings 3 pence, and the rate llxed by 
the shipowners union Is shillings 
and (i ponce. The weekly review of 
the frleight • and charter market of 
the San Francisco Commercial News 
Is as follows: 

"Grain chartering has been fairly 
active during the week. The British 
steamer Wynerlo has been llxed - for 
barley from this port to U. K., Con- 
tinent, at U6s 3d two ports of dis- 
charge. She loads bunker coal at Co- 
nox nnd returns here for cargo. The 
British steamer Knight of the Thistle 
bus been llxed for wheat northern 
loading at 2Gs 3d; several sailers have 
also been taken at the same rate. 
'J'lie market can not be termed Hrm 
and shippers as a rule are holding out 
for a further reduction from the union 
minimum. Barley loading at this port 
sail, is Quoted at lllis 9d to 24s 3d or 
union rate to Oil above the union rate. 
Tonnage available for grain at this 
port is now practically cleaned up, 
hence a fairly firm market. On the 
Sound and British Columbia disen- 
gaged tonnage available for grain 
amounts to liS.SSl! tons and to 13,SU8 
tons at Portland. 

"Lumber tonnage is plentiful .at all 
ports on tho Pacific, yet the tendency 
on the part of owners to hold off has 
produced some Improvement In rates 
on foreign voyages. From the Sound 
to two ports in New Zealand has been 
done at 36a 3d as compured with 33s 
tid a short time ago. Puget Sound 
to Callao has been done at tf7s lid, and 
the same ligure taken for Mollendo, 
Puget Sound to .Manila has been done 
al $S.7!>.

— Two trains of tho 
Berlin elevated tramway were In col- 
lision oarly this, afternoon, and as a 
result fourteen persons are dead, while 
many sustained injuries. The accident 
■was caused by a misplaced signal. One 
of the ears, which was crowded with 
passengers, was thrown to the street 
forty feet below. It was shattered be- 
yond recognition: The greatest mor- 
tality was In this ear. The police were 
quickly at the scene and the work of 
extricating the dead and wounded was 
begun. Ambulances hurried the wound- 
ed to hospitals.

The six Japanese sealers of the 
seized schooner Mlye Maru, who were 
condemned to be strangled to death at 
Nicolaiefsky for throwing stones at 
the Russian guards are to be released 
according to advices from Vladivostok, 
and the schooner will also be freed.

Un the other hand, those who are 
familiar with the manners anu cus- 
toms of seal-hunters are equally well 
aware that nearly all Japanese seal- 
ing schooners speedily contract a 
penchant for "drifting" into forbidden 
waters where seal and otter are known 
to be plentiful, Tho coincidence Is 
singular and ought to Interest ship- 
builders. Nor can-it be just contended 
that the action of thu Nlkolaevsk 
court In passing sentence of deatli up- 
on the rioters was unwarranted. In- 
deed, had the rules of martial law 
been strictly adhered to the military 
escort might very well have shot the 
sealers down on the spot where the 
stone-throwing occurred and still have 
been within their rights. That this 
was not done Indicates that tho men 
were obeying special Instructions. 

The next step ought to be the In- 
clusion of Japan in the fishery agree- 
ment to which the other leading 
Powers have already subscribed. No 
other course can afford a reliable 
guarantee against the recurrence of 
these unfortunate Incidents. 

Diaz, Nation Builder. 

Though Mexico holds her next presi- 
dential election in 1910, the movement 
is already under way to Induce Presi- 
dent Diaz to extend his service for 
another six years, though he has paid 
that thirty years in oitlce are enough 
for him, and that ho would decline u 
renominatlon this time. What would 
happen— or what will happen — to 
Mexico when Diaz Is replaced by an- 
other president ia one of tho politi- 
cal puzzles of the time. Forecasts and 
prophecies are hazarduous. There Is 
no precedent from which to judge. 
There is no parallel. Diaz has made 
the modern Mexico, and he. has done 
exceedingly well. His nation has 
prospered and law and justice have 
gained Impressive force under his In- 
telligent and honest direction. But it" 
ho has built a nation In tho true sense 
his departure from ofllce will not jeo- 
pardize that nation. It Is the real test 
of the nation builder ho to construct 
that when his personal Influence and 
direction are removed the structure 
will stand firm. Time will toll if Diaz 
has so built. His best friends think 
lie has.

He had, however, just received a tele- 
gram from his Vancouver committee 
protesting against.' his running here 
and so would bo obliged to postpone 
a definite answer until he had an op- 
portunity of conferrfng with them on 
his return to Vancouver. 

The Speaker Introduced 

A. Johnson officiated as chairman, 
and after a few short remarks. Intro- 
duced the speaker of the evening, 
whoso address in part follows: 

Mr. Martin having revised briefly 
tho circumstances connected with his 
entrance Into public life in 1S93 when 
ho was elected- a member of the House 
of Commons for Winnipeg, expressed 
his confidence 1 In the soundness at 
heart of the peopie, and strongly urged 
the formation of a western party, rep- 
resenting all tho smaller western pro- 
vinces which, whether composed of the 
entire representation of thirty-five 
members or of only llfteen or eighteen 
of them, would and could exercise a 
powerful Influence upon the conduct of 
public affairs at Ottawa. (Applause.) 
Having referred to Mr. Macphorsor's 
reward, a postmastcrship; and to Mr. 
Galllhor's disappointment in being left 
off the railway commission, ho rated 
Mr. Ralph Smith very severely; after 
having secured election as a labor 
representative in becoming the "slave" 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurlor, Indeed, It was 
a piece of pure and unadulterated Im- 
pudence on the part of these members 
of tho Silent Seven at Ottawa to ven- 
ture again to ask of the electors an 
approval of their past negligences 
through re-election. (Hear, hear.) 

During ten years and up to 190G 
over one hundred millions had been 
spent by the Ottawa government, but 
little or none of It had come to this 
province, although It would have been 
very different Indeed had Independent 
men represented this province in tho 
House of Commons. (Hear, hear.) 
Having touched upon the famous plat- 
form of 1S93, which had never been 
carried out In office, and the volte faco 
of the Liberals In regard to protection, 
as well as on tho school question, de- 
claring that It was quite possible for 
tho present government at Ottawa in 
view of what they had recently done 
In Saskatchewan and Alberta, to in- 
terfere In the Internal affairs of this 
provlnco and established separate 
schools In our midst, he went on to 
say: 

"I think It Is only fair to say that 
when the Conservatives wero thrown 
out of office In 1&9G every member of 
that government was a poor man, 
(hear, hear), but suppose that the Lib- 
erals were thrown out of office tomor- 
row, could you say tho same thing of 
them? (Hear, hear and laughter). 
When a man goes into a government 
and takes a position that gives him 
control of the flf.-se.ts which are public 
property, and becomes suddenly rich. 
I would not say this was proof that 
he had stolen public money, for he 
might perhaps have become rich hon- 
estly, but I do lay this, that It Is In- 
cumbent upon , tho premier to tell tho 
people of Canada just how that man 
has made his money. (Hear, hear). 

"Now, take Mr. Slfton for instance. 
A few months before lie went to Ot- 
tawa he was like most of us in Mani- 
toba, at that time, just about broke, 
or worse than broke. (Bear, hear and 
laughter). The city of Winnipeg had 
about that period loaned -some money 
on mortgage. One of the borrowers 
was Mr. Slfton, and the city having 
boon obliged to sue him to recover, 
obtained judgment against him for 
four or five thousand dollars. (Hear, 
hear). While his own letter is on re- 
cord there, suggesting a compromise 
of this $1,000 judgment at the rate of 
fiO cents on the dollar. (Hear, hear). 
But after this man wont down to Ot- 
tawa and became minister of the in- 
terior, a year or so later, he began to 
live at the. rate of 510,000 or $30,000 a 
year. I am not prepared to say, for 
if I •said it, 1 would be bound to prove 
It, that he obtained a single dollar out 
of his position, but I do say that ho 
could have done this If he had wanted 
to do it (hear, hear and laughter), and 
while he had control of the public 
funds, (Renewed laughter). And I fur- 
ther say, that as electors we have tho 
right to demand from Sir Wilfrid 
Laurlor, an explanation of how ho 
made all this money honestly. (Hear, 
hear). 

"Mr. Fulton, who is the minister of 
lands and works in Mr. McBrlde's 
cabinet, occupies a position similar to 
tho one which was occupied by Mr. 
Slfton at Ottawa, and let us suppose 
that he should all at once blossom out 
into a millionaire, what we and the 
leading Conservatives then do? Would 
wo not go over to Mr. McBrlde and 
ask how Is this? Has ho made this 
money honestly? (Hear, hear). And 
I venture to say that if Mr. McBrlde 
was unable to give a thoroughly satis- 
factory explanation we would demand 
that ho be put out of tho government, 
or certainly no decent Conservative, 
either In this city or In this province', 
would ever vote for .Mr. McBrlde or 
his ministry again. (Hear, hear). 

"Now, gentlemen, that Is exactly tho 
position at Ottawa today, (Hear, hear 
and applause). And this Is not a ques- 
tion of general policy, hut of honesty 
and decency. (Applause). This is tho 
position at Ottawa: This man, Sifton, 
comes there, he is not able to pay a 
$•1,000 judgment! But after ho has 
been there for a couple of years ho 
Is quite able to spend from $'10,000 to 
$50,000 a year. (Hear, hear). He more- 
over has a magnificent mansion, four 
or five teams of line horses, and a 
splendid steam yacht, which must cost 
him from four to live thousand a year, 
us stoam yachts are very expensive 
luxuries. (Hear, hear). While wo 
have absolutely no explanation as to 
how all this has come about? 

"What does Air. Slfton say? Why, 
ho says: T would like to see the man 
who dares to make a charge against 
mo, that I have stolen a single dollar.' 
But, gentlemen, that Is the wrong at- 
titude. And while we do not know 
whether he has stolen this money or 
not, we do know that ho hns suddenly 
become rich, and while he may have 
becomo rich honestly, we are entitled 
to ask Sir Wilfrid Laurlor how all this 
has come about (hear, hear), and to 
learn from him whether he has rnado 
his money honestly; and that j no 
scandal exists in connection with' the 
making of It. (Hear, hear and ap- 
plause).

Is, however, entitled to some credit in 
respect to the Increased expenditure in 
the Marine Department for undoubt- 
edly navigation on the Pacific coast 
has been very much improved. In tho 
maritime provinces the government 
builds and repairs all the wharves, but 
how many wharves, I would like to 
know, huve they built in British Co- 
lumbia? (Hear, hear.) Then there 
are our great halibut fisheries, which 
It seems to me have given rise to a 
gigantic scandal. Mr. Sloan, the mem- 
ber for Comox-Atlin, in an excellent 
speech at Ottawa', some years ago, 
demonstrated that these halibut fish- 
ing grounds belong to Canada. But 
what has the government at Ottawa 
done? Why they have allowed these 
halibut to be caught by American 
fishermen and taken down to Seattle, 
for fully five-sixths of these fish, 
which are taken at tho Queen Char- 
lotte islands have gone to Seattle, 
while the other sixth, which have been 
caught by the New England Fishing 
company, have been taken for years to 
Vancouver and shipped as American 
goods in bond through Canada into 
the Boston market without paying 
dutv, with the result that this mag- 
nificent heritage, which belongs to 
Canada, lias boon frankly handed over 
holus-bolus to the Americans. (Hear, 
hear.) While no Canadian has so much 
us a chance. (Hear, hear.) 

"Now, do you suppose that all this 
is done for nothing? (Hoar, hear, 
laughter and applause.) It is merely a 
question of graft! graft! graft! 
(Laughter and applause.) 

Tho Timber Limits 

"Then, gentlemen, there are tho tim- 
ber limits! 

"When the Liberals entered ofllco 
these limits belonged to the Dominion, 
hut now they belong to the Sifton 
family. (Laughter. Then there Is tho 
Kelly graft at Vancouver! (Hear, 
hear.) Up to 1S9I', Kelly was a Con- 
servative, but since then all Is chang- 
ed, and he is allowed to control the 
patronage, and everything now is 
ticketed. (Hear, hear.) Everything 
has Its price. (Hear, hear.) Even the 
concession to fish. (Hear, hear.) You 
would very naturally suppose that 
every one had the. right to fish In the 
sea, but it is not so, for Kelly sells 
them. (Hear, hear.) While things in 
this direction have actually become so 
bad that judgeships are being offered 
for sale. (Hear, hear.) I have stated 
this fact on tho public platform and 
It has had no contradiction. (Hear, 
hear.) Indeed, this cannot be done, 
as it Is absolutely true. (Hear, hear.) 
For two gentlemen in Vancouver were 
promised a vacancy, which was after- 
wards filled, provided they would pay 
the sum of $5,000 for It. First one 
of these gentlemen was tried and then 
the other, but they happening to bo 
honest and decent men would not do 
it. (Hear, hear.) But that was not 
Kelly's fault. (Laughter.) 

'"Thank God,' exclaimed a Victorian 
when he heard of this, 'that wo have 
no Kelly graft in Victoria!' But what 
said I about the Bullon outfit? (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) 

"Some years ago, in 1890, in Vic- 
toria West I remember Mr. Temiileman 
vigorously assailing Mr. Bullen in 
Esftuimalt and charging him with tak- 
ing part of the wages of his men. 
(Hear, hear.) And I then Imagined 
that this Mr, Bullen was about as bad 
a man as could bo found. (Hear, hear.) 
But what do we find today? That 
anything which tho government at 
Ottawa wants in Mr. Bullen's lino Is 
got hero from Mr. Bullen (hear, hear), 
and at his own price, too. (Hear, hear.) 
There are no tenders, there is abso- 
lutely no competition, and thousands 
and thousands of dollars , have been 
wasted In this way, although I have 
not tho time to go Into tho particulars. 
Then there is the story of the ship 
called the Salvor. (Hear, hoar.) Tho 
whole thing Is simply disgraceful, and 
I suppose that Bullen Is doing here 
today just what Kelly Is doing in 
Vancouver. (Hear, hear.) All theso 
things are a disgrace, I say, to Can- 
ada, and no ono appreciates it more 
than I do, as an old Liberal. (Hear, 
hoar.) 

"I honestly believed during tho 18 
years we wero In opposition that if 
the Liberals got Into pow«r they would 
bo as nearly perfect as men could pos- 
sibly ho (bear, hear), but Instead of 
that, I think, that tho condition of 
affairs In Canada, from tho public 



standpoint, has become, since they ob- 
tained olllce, worse than they are or 
have been in any other country in tho 
world. (Hear, hear.) 

Compares the Parties 

"I quite appreciate the fact that no 
matter what government is in power 
there will bo more or less stealing, but 
what are tho facts today, gentlemen? 
When tho Conservatives charge fraud 
and corruption what do they do at 
Ottawa? Why, effort is made to pro- 
vent investigation. (Hear, hear.) And 
while 'thoy are quite ready to dismiss 
mere departmental officials these 
charges go much higher, being levelled 
at' members of parliament and at the 
government themselves. (Hear, hear.) 
And every effort is made by the gov- 
ernment to cover up these things, all 
of which fully convinces me, gentle- 
men, that this government' at Ottawa 
is thoroughly rotten. (Hear, hear, and 
applause.) 

"But I remember, on the other hand, 
that when in 1S91 certain charges 
were made in the Houso of Commons 
against Conservatives, Sir John 
Thompson, the then premier, at once 
said, 'If these charges are true I am 
prepared to do my duty,' and lie placed 
Mr. B. B. Osier, an extremely ablo 
lawyer of Toronto, and a Liberal In 
tho bargain, as well as Mr. Chisholm, 
an eminent' lawyer of tho maritime 
provinces at the disposal of theso ac- 
cusers, and then, after the Investiga- 
tion was over, and it was shown that 
a member of tho House of Commons 
was implicated, Sir John Thompson 
not only forced this man out of par- 
liament but afterwards sent him and 
his partner to gaol. (Great applause.) 
And when the committee went fur- 
thero and proved that ono of tho pre- 
mier's colleagues who also came from 
tho provlnco of Quebec, then the back- 
bone of the Conservative party as It' 
is today of the Liberal party, -ho 
forced him out of the government and 
sent hlrn away In disgrace. (Applause.) 
And now, gentlemen, when Sir Wil- 
frid Laurlor starts in and imitates Sir 
John Thompson, I will say that he Is 
justified in complaining that tho Con- 
servative party is throwing mud at 
him. (Hear, hear, and applause.) But 
there is no sign of this being done, and 
I have beenjxnxlous to see it, for, gen- 
tlemen, It ls\rny own party, and this 
Is a very sore spot with me. (Hear, 
hear.) The government at Ottawa 
has no right' whatever to assume the 
rightful position of the criminal in 
tho dock, and plead "not guilt, but 
prove us guilty if you can.' (Hear, 
hear.) When what they should and 
must say Is this: 'The moans of prov- 
ing our guilt aro in our own hands, 
and wo tender you our assistance. Wo. 
throw all tho departments open, we 
will furnish tho lawyers, and we will 
do everything to wipe out' this crook- 
edness. (Hear, hear.) That, gentle- 
men, is the stand which they should 
take. (Applause;) 

The Asiatic Question 

"Then there comes the important 
question' of' Asiatic" Immigration. 
(Hear, hear.) AVe aro now told that 
the Dominion government disallowed 
the Natal act' becauso they wore forced 
to do so by Imperial pressure, but this 
Is absolutely untrue. On tho con- 
trary, thoy absolutely' refused t'o tako 
advantage of the opportunity which 
was offered them by the Imperial 
government, and having accepted tho 
Japanese treaty in its entirety, aro 
now completely at the mercy of tho 
Japanese government. (Hear, hear.) 
And - how can Mr. Templemun In I the 
faco of these facts continue making 
In his' newspaper tho statements which 
he has been making during tho last 
two or three years." (Henr, hear.) 

His Candidature ■ • 

Having explained that ho had boon 
requested by friends In this city to 
stand here as a candidate, and that 
tho only obstacle lay In a telegram 
which ho had received yesterday from 
his commltteooln Vancouver protest- 
ing against such a stop, he added 
that' he left over his final decision 
until ho had fully discussed tho mat- 
ter with his supporters In Vancouver.

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SUCCESSFUL IN SUIT 

Gets Control of Pandora Street 
Premises Bought for Ja- 
panese Mission 



Judge Lampman yesterday handed 
clown judgment In tho case of the Me- 
thodist church vs. Roach, deciding in 
favor of tho plaintiff. This matter arose 
early in the year by an application 
brought under the Overholding Ton- 
ants' act by which tho church sought 
to sain possession of some premises 
which it; hud bought. Tho first appli- 
cation was unsuccessful as the church 
had not then completed title, hut the 
second one has resulted In its favor. 

It appeared from the evidence given 
at the hearing that the Methodist 
church had purchased the Revere house 
on Pandora avenue with tho idea of 
turning it Into a Japanese Mission, 
the church having Just previously sold 
its former mission building. Mrs. Roach 
had rented the building for boarding 
house purposes for some time prior, 
and being unable to get another suit- 
able place, was unwilling to leave. She 
claimed that she was a yearly tenant 
and Insisted on six months notice. Tho 
church had bought under the Impres- 
sion that she was a monthly tenant, 
ami gave her notice to leave. Judge 
Lampman has decided that she was a 
monthly tenant. 

The text of the judgment follows: 
Jn the County Court of Victoria Holden 
at Victoria. 
Methodist Church v. Roach. 

In February 1906, Mrs. Roach rented 
from Charles R. Bevan, agent for the 
owner, the Revere House, Pandora 
avehue. Mrs. Roach lias used it as 
a boarding house and has changed its 
name to "The Corona." 

Mr. Bevan says he interviewed Mrs. 
Roach at the house in which she was 
then living, and there wrote out tho 
.terms of their agreement and signed 
one which he gave Mrs. Roach and 
got her (or rather the daughter for the 
mother in the mother's presence) to 
sign the other, which ho kept. 

This latter document is as follows: 
"Victoria, B. C, 5 Feh.. 1900. 

"I agree to rent the bouse known as 
the Revere House situated on Lot 3!)!), 
Victoria City, from C. H. Bevan; the 
first three months to be twenty-five 
dollars a month, the next three months 
thirty dollars a month; tho months af- 
ter to be thirty-five dollars a month. 
Rent to commence the first of March, 
1!)0G. 

"Mrs. Geo. Roach." 

Mrs. Roach has lost the part which 
she took, but she says according to it 
instead of "the months after to be 
$35.00," It read "the next fi months $35, 
and never to exceed $3. r )." and In this 
she is corroborated by her daughter. 

Bevan says the part given her stated 
tho terms the same as the one he kept, 
the only difference in the two docu- 
ments being that made necessary by 
the fact that in the one he signed lie 
was agreeing to rent to Mrs. Roach, 
whereas in the one signed by her she 
was agreeing to rent from him. 

Rent began to run on 1st March, 
1906, and about the end of March 1907. 
Bevan notified Mrs. Roach that she 
would have to pay $30 per month- 
thereafter; she did so, but to explain 
the fact that she made no objection to 
the increased rentnl, she says her hus- 
band died that month and the conse- 
quent ■worry and grief caused her to 
overlook tho matter. 

Both Mrs. Roach and her daughter 
forgot that any document had been 
signed by either Qf them, hut when 
shown the document set out above the 
latter admits the signature Is in her 
handwriting. In view of this, I think 
both are mistaken as to tho terms of 
the document handed to Mrs. Roach by 
Bevan, and I have no doubt Bevan is 
correct in saying that the terms of 
both documents were the same. 

Mr. Elliott contends that the tenancy 
created was a yearly one and that as 
the tenant continued to hold after the 
end of the year, a new tenancy from 
year to year was created, and that the 
tenant is entitled to a six months no- 
tice. Mr. McPhilltps for the landlord, 
contends that the tenancy is a monthly 
one and that a month's notice Is suffi- 
cient, and in my opinion ills contention 
Is good, tinder the agreement .Mrs. 
Roach goi tlic premises for at least. 
s'ghl months, but I can see nothing in 
it to lead me to believe the tenancy 
was to lie a yearly one. The rent is a 
monthly one, and has always been paid 
monthly, and although not conclusive it 
Is In a circumstance in favor of the 
view that the tenancy was a monthly 
one. 

Tho agreement when typewritten Is 



contained in six lines arid tho word 
"month" or its plural "months" occurs 
six times. Mr. Elliott says that the 
courts do not recognize any shorter 
tenure of land than a tenancy from 
year to year In the absence of an ex- 
press contract creating a shorter ten- 
ancy, and he cites Woodfall, 10th Ed., 
p. 82, where It is said, 

"if the lease be but for half a year 
or a quarter or any less time tho lessee 
is considered as a tenant for years and 
is styled so in some legal proceedings; 
a year being the shortest term of which 
the law in the case takes notice." 

But this statement of the law does 
not appear in the last edition of Wood- 
fall (the lth). 

The result Is that the Methodist 
church is entitled to possession and the 
costs of these proceedings.

Concerning Motors 

Sir: I extract the following from 
the London Times of August 14; 
"Warning given in the House of Com- 
mons by the president of tho local 
government board, that public opinion 
is hardening against the abuses of 
motor driving and that his depart- 
ment Is prepared to consult public 
opinion in the matter." In every 
country, public opinion today is "hard- 
ening" against tho abuse of motor 
driving, and perhaps our authorities 
may muster courage some day to put 
a stop to the abuses here. The agri- 
cultural fair commences Tuesday and 
for tho remainder of the week auto- 
mobiles will be racing up and down 
Fort street at 20 to 30 miles an hour 
in violation of tho law, unless the 
police, provincial and city, do their 
duty. If the chiefs of these forces 
do not bee that the law is enforced 
they are as much violators of the law 
as the immediate offender, and if (as 
assuredly will happen some day) some 
one is "killed,' they will be morally 
guilty of manslaughter, and should be 
held legally guilty". The chief of the 
provincial police has notices posted in 
many places of the legal regulations 
respecting motor driving. He will have 
an excellent opportunity this -week for 
enforcing these regulations.

Tho Window Dressing Competition. 

Sir — As we have been inundated with 
inquiries as to why— after, the judges 
had unanimously and promptly awarded 
our windows the first place — the prize 
was withheld from us and given to tho 
second in thu competition. 

The management of the exhibition 
were perfectly correct and consistent in 
so doing, for we were unable to fully 
comply with one of the regulations gov- 
erning the competition, viz: to display 
the window from the 16th to the :!5tli 
of September, a period of ten days. At 
the same time we think this an oppor- 
tune moment to point out: the above 
regulation prevents many from enter- 
ing, owing to the costly and perishable 
nature of their finest goods, and gives 
a decided advantage to those firms who 
handle less expensive and less perishable 
merchandise. Our own case is an In- 
stance of the detriment of the regula- 
tion, for, to do our best, it is necessary 
to dress our windows with the finest 
costumes, built out of very expensive 
and delicate materials— materials which 
were never Intended to be subjected to 
the glare, of the sunlight for ten days 
at a. stretch. It Is one thing to risk 
shop-soiling Inexpensive preserved goods 
but quite another matter when the dis- 
played article may easily cost one hun- 
dred dollars, or more, to replace; more- 
over, no up-to-date firm dealing in fash- 
ionable goods can afford to keep tlielr 
windows occupied by on«' display for 
ten days, especially at this season of 
the year. 

Probably this letter through the me- 
dium of your widely read columns, 
coupled with the many verbal objec- 
tions received by tho Exhibition man- 
agement previous to the competition, 
may cause a wise alteration of the ob- 
noxious regulation next year, and give 
additional interest t" an excellent or- 
ganization. In conclusion, on behalf of 
Miss ManSell, who dressed our windows, 
and ourselves, we heartily thank the 
judges for having unanimously awarded 
us the first place.

A Reply from Mr. Kennedy. 

Sir — I see by the Colonist of 2uth Inst, 
my letter relative to "Youthful Rowdy- 



ism" has been unfavorably reviewed by 
"Georglna Kent." As 1 am ignorant of 
the proper prefix I hope ahu will excuso 
me. Perhaps you will now allow me 
space for my "Review of Reviews-" I 
think this huly (who did not happen to 
witness the torture of the Chinaman 
which I described) cannot have read my 
letter attentively, as i made no allusion 
to the "newsboys" of Broad street. In 
fact I had no Idea who or what the boys 
Were. It might have been seen by tho 
quotation marks and my direct state- 
ment that I was calling attention to the 
opinion of the. chief of police In Vancou- 
ver, In similar cases, which remarks I 
considered applicable to the boys I saw 
on Broad street. Now with all duo res- 
pect, 1 ask your correspondent If my des- 
cription of the scene was true — were thu 
boys more like "little blackguards" than 
"little gentlemen'".' Which would be the 
most accurate description? 

The lazy omission of parents to bring 
up their sons properly, merely allowing 
them to "slide," is bad enough. But it 
is startling to read that "boys are 
brought up with tho understanding that 
that they are expected to make nuisances 
of themselves" as on Broad street, 1 
presume. What mi Indictment against 
the father, who "through life's dark road 
his sordid way lie wends, an incarnation 
of fat dividends," perhaps. "Hazing In 
big colleges" Is obviously not a case In 
point; and 1 find the lady guilty of "Ar- 
gumentuem ad houiinen" which does not 
clearly prove anything, from a logical 
point of view! 1 wiuld like to hold the 
parents "up to scorn" instead of "the 
boys," as they (tho parents) are tho 
primary and principal offenders, by de- 
fault, In such cases. The safest remedy 
Is to arraign them before the press and 
public, as judge and jury. But this lady 
is good enough to tell me what 1 "should 
have done" to stop what she considers 
simply "fooling" on the part of the 
"young gentlemen" and a mythical "aris- 
tocratic young fool." In her opinion 
"there were two ways" I could have 
done It. But there was still another 
way, less tender and ladylike than the 
one she suggested, and more in keeping 
with the summary proceeding' mentioned 
by you, sir. a few days ago In the Col- 
onist. I refer to the good Old Country 
hunting whip, and not to be handicapped 
as I was at the time by a lady, I prom- 
ise you, 1 would have made a flank 
movement tn aid of China that would 
have surprised those "little gentlemen" 
who have such a "keen sense of true 
sport," save the mark!

In those 
lines she certainly hits the nail squarely 
on the head— much better 1 am sun; 
than her sex generally can succeed In 
doing with a real hammer and nail. 

If I have said anything to 
annoy the lady 1 retract it unreservedly 
and ask you to scratch it out.

In Reply to Mr. Jacobs. 

Sir — I urn delighted Mr. Jacobs has 
responded to my letter in your paper, 
on the subject of the recent public re- 
ception at the Parliament buildings; not 
because he so kindly and abundantly 
proves the justice of my criticisms, but 
because he unwittingly discloses two 
phases of our civic life which are. In 
the making and extremely interesting. 

First, let me assure Mr. Jacobs he 
was entirely absent from my mind when 
I penned my previous letter, as a matter 
of fact, I was unaware of his connection 
with the reception until his letter in 
Sunday's Colonist was brought to my no- 
tice. 

Ills letter consists of a mountain of 
extraneous items which have no bear- 
ing on the subject, piled high upon and 
almost obliterating the real issue. I 
will endeavor to "disentangle the one 
from the other. 

The mutual adulation between the 
editor of the Week and Mr. Jacobs has 
nothing whatever to do with my criti- 
cisms; It Is merely a proof that recep- 
tions, like adversity, make strange bed- 
fellows. In the second paragraph of ills 
letter, Mr. Jacobs draws a vivid picture 
of his efforts to secure a good attend- 
ance at the reception; an excellent pro- 
cedure but absolutely devoid of interest 
in, or connection with my previous let- 
ter, as I neither mentioned it or implied 
any laxity of effort in that direction, 
if anything, quite the reverse. Inci- 
dentally, In the same paragraph, he re- 
fers to "the Indifference of represent- 
ative Victorians to the then promised 
visit of the C. M. I. party." To which 
1 would respond, "If the' general rule in 
Victoria is to hold receptions and omit 
to make adequate arrangements for In- 
troductions, the representative Victori- 
ans showed wisdom, not Indifference." 

The third paragraph of his letter has 
no direct bearing on my previous criti- 
cisms., but contains an acknowledgment 
from Mr. Jacobs that he himself suf- 
fered from similar negligence during the 
course of the session; why. then, should 
he be annoyed IT others noticed tiie 
fault and attempt to prevent its repeti- 
tion on future occasions? 

The only real defence made by Mr. 
.TJacobs Is that I. and others, should 
have requested to be Introduced; but to 
whom wus the request to be made, for 
the usual reception committee or stew- 
ards were not In evidence or distin- 
guishable, In addition It is no part of a 
guest's duty to spend his time looking 
for introductions; which by the way. in 
the case of a public reception, are sim- 
ply those little drops of social oil which 
lubricate tin; machinery of a public 
function, and are not for the purpose of 
making life-long friends. Mr. Jacobs 
confesses that the lack of organization 
and facilities was so evident on the 



night In question that ho was under tho 
necessity of busily employing himself 
In supplying tho too-evident want; and 
also, that, at both Naualmo and Van- 
couver the usual facilities weru miss- 
ing, with the result of putting guests 
to tho Inconvenience of soliciting Intro- 
! Unctions. In spite of his word-picture 
of the miner a t Nunalmo, I cannot con- 
ceive he seriously contemplates the re- 
vival of thu buttinski species of intro- 
duction. 

It Is hardly necessary for me to reply 
to tho veiled personalities contained in 
Mr. Jacobs' concluding paragraph— a 
method of argument, seldom logical and 
never In good taste — which 1 am cer- 
tain he will be tho first to regret, as, 
on mature consideration, It must be evi- 
dent to him, lie is totally ignorant us to 
how 1 occupy my time. 

Tills brings me to tho two phases of 
our civic life, which are In the making 
and form an interesting study. Can 
any of your readers tell me: how it is, 
that we of the West, who are so given to 
advertising and boasting of our re- 
sources and civilization, are so thin- 
skinned and shy In tho face of public 
criticism? And why, In replying to ad- 
verse comments, wo frequently act like 
children and call names, such as 
"knocker," "fault-finder." etc., Instead of 
sticking to logic and facts? 1 cannot 
put my finger on the exact cause,- hut 
the effect is palapable to all, namely: 
fair criticism — the salt of all progress- 
is singularly lacking from the corre- 
spondence columns of our local press; 
whereas, in other and older communi- 
ties many columns are dally devoted to 
the discussion and criticism of vital 
public matters. Surely It would be nioro 
Interesting and better for all, If the ma- 
jor portion of the present political laun- 
dry work was discontinued in the pub- 
lic press and its place occupied by vir- 
ile and interesting discussions of our 
own public affairs. 

The second phase can be defined In 
three questions: When will organizers 
of public functions recognize that the 
extent of their duties to the public ne- 
cessitates fully organized methods for 
social Intercourse? When will the city 
or community which advertise their lo- 
cality as a pleasure or scenic resort un- 
derstand, that not only must the pleas- 
ures or scenic beauty exist, but, in addi- 
tion, they must be safeguarded, main- 
tained and improved? When will the 
community or country advertising for 
emigrants learn, that easy access to 
land or business facilities must exist 
ami be readily available? 

It seems a far cry from the public 
reception to the questions asked In tho 
preceding paragraphs, but 1 am certain 
they are nearly related and have the 
same undelylng cause.

Otaki Launched for New Zealand Ship- 
ping Company Has Turbine and 
Reciprocatory Engines 



In many respects the most interest- 
ing of steamers recently built in Great 
Britain is the Otaki, which was re- 
cently launched at Dumbarton. She 
is a twin-screw ship built to the order 
of the New Zealand Shipping Co., Ltd., 
London. The machinery for the vessel 
consists of a combination of recipro- 
cating engines atid turbines. The 
principle of the experiment Is that the 
steam is first admitted to each of tho 
triple expansion engines, which drive 
tho twin screws, and then passes to a 
centre turbine driving the centre screw 
before reaching the condenser. Jn tlm 
way fuller advantage Is taken of the 
expansion of the steam. Tho Otaki

tin- methods employed on the other 
side of the border. 

There are still some local plums 
appearing on this market but the sup- 
ply is betting very limited retailing tit 
25 cents per basket. 

In other lines of local product- tile 
past, week has seen no change in 
prices. Butter ami eggs are still very 
scarce and tin- fresh article brings the 
same high prices of a week ago at. 15 
cents per dozen I'm- fresh eggs, and 50 
cents' per pound for the Victoria and 
Cowichan creameries product, the 
Comox, Alberni anil Chlllhvack cream- 
eries maintaining prices at the pre- 
vious level of 10 cents per pound.

Best peo- 
ple in the cash trade decline that sup- 
lilies will be very light during October, 
We think December and May corn will 
find strong buyers on all breaks around 
this level. 

Oats: The market failed to follow the 
early break in wheat and corn to any 
extent. A group of .strong houses, in- 
cluding some of the cash people, were 
buyers of both December and May. Spec- 
ialists in this trade predict that there 
will la- no good action until corn takes a 
turn for the better when an advance will 
be in order. 

Provisions: Packers failed to continue 
as buyers for the early months after the 
first hour and liquidation set in which 
carried prices oft sharply. This winter 
product cannot be manufactured without 
a loss from hogs at present prices. This 
Of Itself is a good reason why investors 
should take hold of January products on 
breaks at this time.

THE USE OF THE 
CLASSIFIED PAGE 



(By Ralph D. Breniser, in the 
Advertising World.) 



Many an advertiser looks 
askance at the little want ads. 
If he cannot afford a large sizo 
display ad be will use none at 
all, ho figures, Yet that is where 
lie is wrong. Advertising is not 
totally a matter of full pages, 
and colored inserts — it is a case 
of making tho most of one's op- 
portunity, 

I have known of a number of 
people who have made successes 
both along mail order lines and 
local business out of tho little lc 
11 word ad. If they had waited 
until they could have afforded 
big display space they probably 
would never have advertised at 
all. 

Reading classified advertising 
is a habit, affected by many 
more people than you would sup- 
pose. I'll w;irrant that every 
man or woman In tho largo 
cities, who reads a newspaper at 
all, peruses the want columns 
once a year at least. There are 
naturally a number of "regular 
readers," but the majority are 
people who look for an issue or 
two, and when their wants tire 
satisfied, they read these col- 
umns no more. 

When a man is out of work it 
is possible to interest him in an 
agency proposition, but when lie 
is ensconced snugly in 1111 inside 
•position, all the offers of "one 
man made $250" or "ten dozen 
sold in one day," won't interest 
him at all. lie /doesn't read the 
agents ads. 

Therefore, the want ad man 
talks to a continually changing 
congregation every day, until by 
the time two or three years has 
gone by, he has probably had his 
ad seen by every reader of the 
paper. That is much more than 
can be said of an ad in any 
other position. 

Another feature of tho classi- 
fied department which most peo- 
ple overlook, Is that the pub- 
lisher furnishes a display head 
for you without charge. For in- 
stance if you advertised in a dsl- 
play ad for agents, you would 
have to use and pay for tho cap- 
tion of "Agents AVanted," where 
in the classified department this 
is printed at the top of the col- 
umn without extra cost to you. 

I believe that there are many 
mail order men, beginners espe- 
cially, who could use the classi- 
fied columns, instead of buying 
space in some unknown little 
mail order paper. Almost any 
sort of a proposition for starting 
people in business, of selling 
them a business scheme, or ap- 
pointing them agents, can be 
successfully pushed through the 
classified department, under 
Agents AVanted. 

I believe that almost any kind 
of poultry supplies, pigeons and 
the like, can be advertised suc- 
cessfully under the "Birds and 
Dogs" heading. The business op- 
portunities column has also been 
used successfully for some mall 
order propositions; 

Local advertisers in every 
large city do not understand the 
value of classified advertising. 
I contend that a small . display 
•advertiser — one who uses an inch 
every day, for example — had 
much better spend the same 
amount and go into a number of 
classifications in the "classified 
department" of the paper with 
some good, bright ads. 

Take a restaurant, for exam- 
ple. AVherever the regulations of 
the paper will permit, run an ud 
under "Help AVanted" like this: 
"One hundred men wanted to eat 
25c worth of dinner at the. Gem 
Cafe." Under personal: "Per- 
sonal gratification to the inner 
man is what comes after eating 
one of our 25c meals. The Gem 
Cafe." Under Business Oppor- 
tunities: "Man wanted with cap- 
ital of 2uc to eat one of our 
quarter meals." And so on ad lib. 

A laundry could be advertised 
in a similar style. Likewise a 
barber shop. A printery could 
employ the same plan to advan- 
tage. A drug store could adver- 
tise its facilities — in fact, any 
small shop who could not afford 
display in any large quantity, 
would find using the classified a 
paying proposition. 

Of course, large returns would 
not come from one 30c ad — that 
is not to be expected. But such 
advertising, run continuously, is 
bound to bring returns — slow at 
first, but sure. It is worth trying 
a few months, anyhow. 

Of course, these remarks only 
apply to concerns' in towns 
where the papers make a, spe- 
cialty of classified business. 
There must bo enough of a de- 
partment to attract the attention 
of tlie man looking for work, or 
fur a business or to buy cheap. 
A classified ad gains much of 
its value from being in company 
with a lot of other ads.
